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MULTI-STOREY FACTORY DESIGN 

HE Study ‘Modern Multi-storey Factories’ issued (price 2s. 6d.) by 

HM Stationery Office, differs from many Government documents in as 
much as it is pleasant reading on the subject in hand, couched in readily 
understood language, and will be of immense value to the man who can 
settle down and read. It is a framework upon which a constructive plan 
can be hung, for the whole of the information given and methods described 
are accurate and up-to-date, on which its architect-editor, Mr. W. A. Allen, 
is to be congratulated. 

The booklet, directed to general and light industry, begins with a com- 
parison of single-storey and multi-storey factories, setting out clearly their 
various factors in a way which will most help a potential building constructor 
to arrive at a primary decision. Land and costs are, perhaps, most important, 
and these points are referred to at both the beginning and the end. 

The Study itself is, of course, from its title, mainly concerned with multi- 
storey factories, but nevertheless contains many very apt statements with 
regard to all factories. The editor, for instance, hits the nail on the head 
when he says that firms sometimes find themselves restricted and handicapped 
almost from the date of occupation, and the advice given will serve as a 
guide to any discussion leader faced with a factory planning problem; if 
he follows the editor’s programme he can be confident that, if all items are 
considered, little will remain at the end other than specialised subjects which, 
it is understood, will be the subject of a series of further pamphlets. 


Factory planning in the past has often been left to people who have not 
been trained for this important duty, many buildings being regarded by 
their owners only as a part of the profit-making equipment. A factory 
owner often lives elegantly while his manufacturing premises are disgraceful. 
and many businesses have no pattern upon which to base a thorough con- 
sideration of future requirements even if their directors are willing to think 
ahead. For these and others the study will form an admirable guide, and 


in it the purchaser will have the benefit of the skill and experience of the 


Factory Building Research Committee—a group of men whose services he 
could not readily obtain through normal channels. 


The editor sets out under the heading ‘Framework of the Programme’ 
an agenda for discussion, and this leads the reader through the various 
sub-divisions in a realistic manner. A few little exercises for the brain in 
the form of figures are introduced, and general advice is offered simul- 
taneously with a recommendation that the reader should think for himself. 
In considering structural technicalities some of the figures may strike the 
layman as alarming, but experience will enable most manufacturers to formu- 
late their own requirements. The financial and production aspects of erection 
time are brought to notice, though this is hardly likely to be overlooked 
by any business man. Planners are encouraged to allow ample height in 
buildings, and excellent advice upon this subject is given and illustrated 
with clear sketches. The photographs in the Study are possibly of buildings 
larger than many of the potential readers will have to plan, but they are 
interesting and enliven the publication. 

In addition to the actual structure, such subjects as circulation, services 
and heating are brought forward for discussion. The cost of electrical instal- 
lation seems startlingly high. Tubes and conveyors for waste materials are 
often talked about but not so frequently employed. There is a most useful 
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paragraph on fire risk, which contains some clear and useful advice culminat- 
ing in a recommendation to consult the local fire service at an early stage 
a very good idea. The mention of double glazing is a reminder of a subject 


which frequently appears in print but seldom in a building. 


The recom- 


mendation on lighting is good, as is the section on colour which, it may be 


hoped, will cause an improvement in standards generally. 


Near the end 


of the booklet, Mr. Allen mentions General Construction but does not 
elaborate; the study does not call for detailed advice under that heading. 
His comments on the parking and use of cars, however, are vitally important, 
and some of the factors contained therein make one wonder what is to be 
done about this ever-increasing problem, especially when it is noted that 
Covered Protection is already being demanded. 

In conclusion, the editor brings again to the notice of the reader the inter 
play between the choice of site and the building cost, and thereby rounds 


off nicely a most acceptable and useful handy reference. 


Working environ- 


ment is a subject which, even 25 years ago, would not have aroused any 


widespread interest. 


Today, manufacturers realise the value of creating 


pleasant work surroundings; this Study will help them and their architects 
in bringing such surroundings into being. 


Notes of the Week 


Replanning Piccadilly 


[HE model of the building proposed 
for the redevelopment of the 
‘Monico’ island site to the north of 
Piccadilly Circus (shown in last week’s 
issue) does not offer much support for 
the LCC Town Planning Committee's 
statement on March 17 that * they seek to 
preserve and enhance the special 
character of Piccadilly Circus as well as 
to improve it as a vital road inter- 
section.’ It is equally difficult to see how 
the proposed structure which consists of 
a tower rising to 172 ft. on a podium * has 
been designed with due regard to existing 
buildings round the Circus and to the 
lines of possible future development,’ 
unless by this seemingly contradictory 
statement is meant the angular form of 
design shown by the LCC itself recently 
for the Circus area. 

As a series of traffic complexes the 
Circus at present is far from being an 
ideal arrangement (though it is surprising 
to find how well traffic is kept on the 
move) but it would be a poor exchange 
if, for the sake of bigger and better 
roundabouts, we lost the comfortable 
scale of the existing buildings and had 
wished on us buildings such as are now 
proposed, which seem to have been 
designed first and foremost as illuminated 
billboards. 


* * * 


THE LCC MUST THINK AGAIN, and we 
hope that they will reconsider the 
proposal made by a member of the 
majority party, Mr. Tom _ Braddock, 
FRIBA, that they should promote an 
architectural competition for settling 
future development plans. There is 
everything to be said for this, especially 
as some of the leases do not fall in until 
1965. ‘This advertising board,’ Mr. 
Braddock has told his fellow councillors, 
‘is going to be a monument to incapacity 
and stupidity for a hundred years. I do 
not think the temporary demands of 
advertising lunatics should be catered to 
in this manner.’ 


Someone should put up this message 
in neon lettering opposite County Hall ! 


A Welsh Competition 


DETAILS given on facing page of an 
impending competition for designs for a 
Medical Teaching Centre, Cardiff, show 
the competition system to be very much 
alive. This will not be a two-stage com- 
petition (though the work involved must 
be very great) but competitors will be 
given a full year to prepare and submit 
their designs. A jury of five includes two 
laymen, so that the clients’ views will 
have full consideration while not being 
in the majority. This is the second large 
architectural competition announced 
within a week; in our last issue 
Wolverhampton’s intention to use this 
method of obtaining schemes for a new 
civic centre was announced. 
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Civic Trust Amenity Scheme 


LocaL Civic and amenity societies scat- 
tered all over Britain do a great deal to 
improve the appearance of our towns and 
countryside. To assist these societies in 
getting to know each other The Civic 
Trust have published their first bulletin, 
which will keep the 200 or more amenity 
societies in the UK in closer touch with 
one another and enable them to compare 
achievements. 

An interesting offer is contained in the 
Bulletin. This is the awarding of £250 to 
implement the best scheme for improving 
the local scene proposed by an amenity 
society. The aim is the removal of exist- 
ing eyesores and the improvement or 
creation of amenities that will add to the 
beauty and character of the locality.

Kept or Copied? 
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PARK TERRACES 


AN interesting point has arisen in the latest plans for 
the Nash Terraces around Regent’s Park which have 
been announced by the Crown Estate Commissioners. 
As an example, now that plans for the reconstruction of 
York Terrace have been worked out it has been discovered 
that it may well cost £90,000 more to retain the existing 
facade than it would to demolish the whole building and 
replace it with an exact replica. This poses the problem 
of whether the aesthetic satisfaction of knowing that the 
fagade was genuine, when the visual effect of a replica 
would be the same, is worth the extra cost. The issue is 
complicated by the Gorell Committee’s decision that 
York Terrace does not have the same architectural merit 
as the others and also by the Commissioners’ previous 
decisions that modern replicas should be ruled out. 
Another controversial suggestion has been made by 
London University, whose scheme for a residential hall 
on the site of Cambridge Terrace and the south side of 
Chester Gate includes a 14-storey tower set back 30 ft. 
from the Albany-street building line. This tower would

be part of a quadrangle with the Regent’s Park frontage 
to the same height as Chester Terrace. 


The objectives of these plans (given Terrace by Terrace 
in the table opposite) are twofold. First, to preserve the 
facades and return frontages of the Regency Terraces while 
ensuring that the reconstructed buildings have a life of at 
least 60 years. Secondly, to restore to residential use the 
Terrace houses facing the Park which are at present 
occupied as Government offices. It is hoped to achieve 
these objectives without seeking direct aid from public 
funds by granting long leases to developers, provided they 
are advised by architects acceptable to the Commissioners 
and are prepared to pay a ground rent appropriate to 
the approved development. This large programme cannot 
be carried out all at once. 


It is stated that at this stage no formal approval to any 
individual project has been given by the London County 
Council, the Royal Fine Art Commission, or the Crown 
Estate Commissioners.

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HOUSING LANDSCAPE 


A Paper at the Housing Centre 


OUSING landscape had three functions, 
said Miss Sylvia Crowe, when address 
ing a meeting at the Housing Centre, 13 Suf 
folk-street, SW1, recently. The first was 
to link housing with existing landscape; the 
second to contribute to the social life ana 
enjoyment of living of those who would be 
living in the town or group of houses under 
consideration; and the third to complete the 
architectural composition of whatever was 
being built. 

The linking of development with landscape 
should be considered before even the most 
tentative plan was prepared. All too often 
the first move was to get plans on the draw- 
ing-board, with the result that a preconceived 
idea of a scheme was formed before the 
quality of the site had even been considered. 
These plans might be excellent in themselves 
and yet bear no relation to the sense of place. 

Sense of place presupposed a close know- 
ledge and inspection of the site. A landscape 
survey would reveal the character of the sur- 
roundings and give detailed information 
about such features as existing trees which 
might be expected to play an important part 
in the plan as it developed. 

Plans for landscaping must be developed 
side by side with building plans. Surplus 
soil from foundations could be used to 
change the elevation of the ground and to 
mould it to fit in with the buildings and 
surroundings. 

Miss Crowe said that she believed very 
much in the connected open space system 
which made it possible for everyday life to 
be lived in pleasant surroundings. Pedes 
trian ways were excellent and could link one 
kind of activity with another, but they must 
be carefully sited. They failed in their pur 
pose if they ran between close-boarded 
fences or back gardens. She also advocated 
plenty of playgrounds of different sizes. 

The morale of a town or housing estate 
depended to an extraordinary extent on 
good landscaping and the speed with which 
it was established. 

Little real vandalism occurred to good- 
looking surroundings, but if tenants were 
moved into new dwellings surrounded by a 
sea of mud it was difficult to induce them to 
respect amenities when they were provided 
at a later date. Pleasant surroundings at 
once fostered pride of place and community 
spirit among the inhabitants. 

People did not usually think of landscape 
as hard material, the speaker went on, but 
in fact both landscape and street furniture 
came under this heading. More use could 
well be made of interesting hard surfaces 
inside housing layouts of all kinds. Grass 
was, no doubt used extensively because it 
was the cheapest in capital cost but as its 
maintenance was the responsibility of a dif 
ferent authority, no account was taken of 
this in deciding on the treatment of an area. 
There should be some way of dealing with 
this state of affairs. 

The architect often tried to get a square 
at the intersection of two roads, but one did 
not get a sense of that space. Instead of 
giving continuity, the space was cut up by 
triangles of grass. The only way to get a 
square on an intersection or curved road was 
to break back towards the buildings with a 
hard. surface. 





Shea Church, built in 1837 to the designs of Clifton and Inwood, 

had originally an entrance in the centre of the north east elevation, 
galleries supported on cast iron columns, a flat ceiling and mock 
beams in plaster on the line of the roof trusses. Subsequently, the 
central entrance was bricked up and two large porches built, which 
have now been replaced by smaller door surrounds.

In the reconstruction the Church has 
been shortened by some 11 ft. to provide space for vestries and a 
chapel, and the Altar has been placed at the south west end facing 
the entrance. The roof is covered with * Snaprib ’ aluminium sheeting, 
on * Stramit ’ and timber rafters supported on light steel trusses which 
themselves are carried on slender steel stanchions, cased with fibrous 
plaster. The ceiling is lined with hardboard, perforated where required 
for acoustic purposes, and with timber cover fillets. The mural

The Church is heated electrically by *‘Pyrotenax’ coils buried in the 
floor screed, supplemented by infra-red overhead radiant heaters.

HIS school for 480 pupils was built in 18 months at 

a cost of £135,000. It is designed on an articulated 
plan form of three main blocks, communal, classroom 
and practical, lightly linked together. This plan ensures 
minimum noise interference in the classrooms from the 
hall, gymnasium and practical rooms ; easy extension of 
the classroom block and the additional advantage that the 
hall can be used separately in the evenings without access 
being needed through other parts of the school. 

In the communal block, the changing rooms are planned 
for easy access to playgrounds, playing fields, assembly 
hall, gymnasium and stage. There is a sliding partition 
between the dining room and the assembly hall allowing 
these two spaces to be used together. Additional dining 
space is also available in the entrance hall. 

The practical block is a single-storey building with 
woodwork and metalwork rooms separated from the main 
classroom block by a covered way.

The curved roofs over the main spaces of the communal 
block are constructed of roofing felt on insulation board 
on plywood and supported by timber joists on large 
curved laminated timber beams carried on tapered 
laminated timber posts at 10 ft. centres. These beams 
are 60 ft. long and cantilever 12 ft. over half the stage to 
meet similar beams spanning the adjoining gymnasium. 
The beams are 6 in. thick (laminae thickness 13/16 in.) 
and, being curved, vary in depth from 3 ft. to 1 ft. 6 in. ; 
the timber used was Columbian pine with * cascamite ’ 
glued posts. Other straight laminated timber beams of 
1} in. laminae were used in the practical block and dining 
room. In all, there are 12 curved beams and tapered posts 
and 29 straight beams. Considerable attention has been 
paid to acoustics. Perforated form board has been partly 
used on the ceilings, wood wool slabs on the walls of the 
gymnasium and polished beech * Danish panelling * on the 
walls of the assembly hall. The electric lighting in the 
gymnasium, recessed into the roof construction, is of 
fluorescent tubing between laminated beams screened by 
egg-crate louvres. 


The classroom block and practical block are generally of 
load bearing brick walls faced externally with London 
stocks or with white glazed bricks where cross walls are 
expressed. Spanning between cross walls, the first floor 
is of pre-stressed concrete and the roof of roofing felt on 
wood wool slabs on joists supported by glued timber 
trusses 2 ft. 9 in. deep. The window units, in ‘Afrormosia,’ 
are 5 ft. 9 in. wide and linked together to span between 
the cross wall construction. Opening lights are in steel 
and coloured panels are in *‘ Medino’ board and * Dura- 
steel.” 


Black * Eternit ’ has been used to face the deep timber 
trusses and timber columns externally ; slatted timber 
ceilings in the practical block and some classrooms, 
including the library, permit maximum sound absorption.

HIS house was built for Mr. A. D. K. Peploe, who 

is a contractor, and the client’s own organisation was 
responsible for the control and supervision of the con- 
struction. The architects were commissioned to produce 
a design and to provide working drawings that would 
cover all the major details of the construction. 

Although this is actually a seven-bedroomed house, the 
living and dining areas are scaled down to those usually 
associated with a four-bedroomed house. The kitchen, 
however, was required to be larger than average. 

The client’s children are away at school and three of the 
bedrooms are designed as ‘ bunk-rooms ” grouped together 
with a playroom. There is one principal bedroom, a 
guest room and a bed-sitting room for the maid. 

One main bathroom and a separate lavatory are 
provided between the two groups of bedrooms and there 
is a lavatory adjacent to the maid’s room. The boiler is 
in a separate utility room which has an outside door 
giving access to the external fuel stores.

The clerestorey windows light the 
dining room and kitchen

across the site and the building was placed near the north 
boundary to allow maximum sun. A public footpath 
alongside the river encouraged the introspective planning 
with a large glazed hall to form a sun trap. 

The construction is generally traditional throughout 
except for the roof details. Standard wooden windows 
have been used and the roof construction gives clerestorey 
light from the south into the kitchen and provides the 
main light to the dining room. A form of scissor truss is 
employed whereby two 6 in. by | in. rafters are coupled 
on the slope to a 6 in. by 2 in. on the other. The rafters 
are exposed and the top boarding is tongued and grooved 
spruce left natural. The roof is covered in western red 
cedar shingles. 

The top-lit dining area has a wood strip floor and is 
raised some three steps higher than the living area. The 
two are divided by a long built-in storage cabinet. There 
is very little glazing in the living area which is given an 
* inglenook ° character with a large cantilevered open fire 
as a focal point

The corridor which joins the living-dining wing and the 
bedroom wing contains a large amount of glazing facing 
south and west, and the main entrance to the house is 
by double glazed doors adjacent to the kitchen. 

The garage is separated from the house so as to be 
convenient to the road and to avoid a long drive.

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—Many of your readers will be 
interested in your quotation (The 

Builder of last week) of Mr. Raymond 
Mortimer’s comment on modern London 
buildings, ‘the merely good is not, or 
ought not to be, a source of pride.’ 

Is it not rather disparaging to achieve- 
ment to refer to the ‘merely’ good? 
That applies to criticism of painting, 
sculpture and most of the arts. The 
superlatively good is very rare indeed, 
and the label cannot be attributed with 
absolute authority, because of rapidly 
changing standards of the critics’ appre- 
ciation, Even accepting without question 
the authority of an award of excellence, 
there are few modern buildings in Paris, 
Berlin, Rome, Athens, even Milan, which 
can unhesitatingly be classified as grade 
Al. There are several candidates in the 
USA, notably New York, with Rocke- 
feller Centre probably still in the lead 
(according to a fairly recent architectural 
poll), though some may not consider it 
to be modern. 

But I should like to make the point that 
very tall USA buildings (eg. Seagram, etc.) 
have an immense advantage. If their basic 
shape is reasonably good, they impress and 


| excite by size and repetition of elements 


alone. American street architecture built 
to heights more in accord with London 
custom is rarely accorded such high praise, 
and for a very good reason that most prac- 
tising architects will appreciate. 

Are we not all getting a little surfeited 
with these inferiority complexes and these 
panic articles, so nebulous in constructive 
Suggestion, which depreciate week after 
week most modern British architecture? Not 
all foreign visitors hold these low opinions 
of British architecture. What shocks the 
American visi‘or, in my experience, are 


attempts to ape current American designs at 
| about one third the size in different settings 


and under dissimilar climatic conditions. 

I do suggest that much of the trouble lies 
in the fact that, in architecture at any rate, 
the passage of time is necessary for a proper 
assessment; and the professional critic, hard 
pressed as he must be, can so easily lose his 


| sense of perspective, and may have too little 


time to grasp the basic problems behind the 
architectural skin.

‘Competition by Tender’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Mr. Eric Ambrose has done a 
public service in drawing attention 


' to the prevalence of what amounts to a 


travesty of the architectural competition, 
promoted by local authorities, trustees of 
estates and others who should know 
better. To take the most charitable 
view, this kind of contest is the sort of 
muddle-headed compromise that appeals 
to committees and officials, and can 
hardly fail to achieve the worst of all 
possible results for all concerned. 
When the majority of important sites are 
being dealt with in this manner, it is difficult 
to forbid architects to take part, since the 
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bidder is not the architect but his client. In 
a number of cases it is not the highest tender 
that is accepted, but the tender and the deve 
lopment scheme are together judged ‘on 
merits —by whom is not known. It is, of 
course, superfluous to point out that there 
are none of the requirements of a properly 
constituted competition professional 
assessor, stated conditions and an anonymity 
of entrant. In many cases the ‘ competi- 
tion’ is inaugurated after interested parties 
have started negotiations for the site, and it 
is more than possible that ideas may be 
taken from designs submitted to the 
approval of the authority and used as a basis 
for indicating ‘the type of development we 
would like to see.’ 

The question of remuneration of archi- 
tects is, of course, a matter between the 
architect and his client, and it would there- 
fore seem hardly practicable to prohibit 
members of the Institute from taking part, 
but on the other hand the strongest possible 
influence should be used to discourage this 
type of competition, both on the part of the 
RIBA and the individual architect.

The Preservation of Old Hertford 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—A fund of picturesque antiquity 

is still preserved, often unsuspected, 
in some of our smaller country towns, 
even near London, especially those off the 
main roads. Hertford, though little 
known, proves unexpectedly to be an out- 
standing example. To the accompanying 
plan, giving most relevant information, 
only a chronological summary and a few 
facts need be added. The curious aggre- 
gation of apparently once-separate units 
is shown in the inset diagram; many 
intriguing changing vistas are afforded, 
especially in the St. Andrews area. 

The oldest structure in the neighbourhood 
(actually across the river) is the apsed church 
of Bengeo (early 12th century): that in Hert- 
ford itself, the wall of the castle (same cen 
tury). The other medieval remains are the 
13th-century fragments reset in the modern 
fountain, the 14th-century polygonal castle 
tower, the I5th-century doorway of St. 
Andrew, and, later in that century, the fine 
castle gatehouse. 


The ‘early renaissance’ 
sented by the long range east of the Public 
Library (possibly 16th century), Hale's 
Grammar School near All Saints (c. 1617), 
the ‘Old Verger’s House’ east of St. 
Andrew, most of the former Lombard 
House at the bottom of Bull Plain and the 
Salisbury Arms in Fore Street between Bell 
Lane and Church Street (all probably early 
17th century); outside the town, to the north 
west, part of the former Sele Grange unex 
pectedly shows early roof and wall timbers. 
The Old Rectory of All Saints (c. 1631) and 
the older part of The Walnuts, Castle Street 
(mid-17th century) are a little later.

renaissance” also good 
examples remain: Bridgeman House, West 
Street (c. 1660-80, R.C.H.M.), with its charac- 
teristic porch, and the charming and mellow 
red-brick Friends’ Meeting House (1670), off

of that time are Cawthorne House, west of 
St. Andrew, the house on the west side of 
The Wash (next to the printing works), and 
the elaborately pargeted house on the west 
corner of Fore-street and Market-place.

The oldest buildings of Christ’s Hospital 
(girls’ school), so prominent in the eastern 
part of the town (1683-89 R.C.H.M., or 
1695 Pevsner), come next, and houses in Bull 
Plain spread over the period. More 
obviously of the early 18th century are 
Bailey Hall, at the end of Bell-lane, the 
handsome but homely White Hart Inn in 
Salisbury-square, and the south front of 
Lombard House, with 28 St. Andrew’s-street 
(1726); somewhere in that century come the 
E-shaped group in Water-lane, some houses 
in West-street further west, and the Blue Boy 
Inn group, by Christ's Hospital. 


Later are the imposing but obtrusive Shire 
Hall (1768-69), by James Adam of Portland 
place fame, and two later buildings of 
Christ’s Hospital, near the street (1778 and 
1783). A curious survival of early domestic 
Gothic revival is Sele Grange itself, with its 
stuccoed walls painted to imitate timbers and 
its elaborate barge-boards and gable-ties 
Also ‘Gothick, from c. 1800, are the 
inserted features and south-east addition of 
the castle gatehouse and the river front of 
the Water-lane group near by, but stock 
brick Regency from that year is the dining 
hall of Christ’s Hospital, resembling the 
Westminster dormitory. Shops in Fore-street 
and terraces and the hospital block of 1833 
in the western suburbs bring the story nearly 
to Victorian times. Both parish churches, 
alas, are modern. 


Information, apart from personal obser- 
vation, is chiefly from the Royal Commus- 
sion on Historical Monuments (1910) and 
Dr. Pevsner’s (1953) Hertfordshire volumes. 
More would be welcomed.

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AFRICAN SELF-BUILD HOUSING: A Northern Rhodesian Government 


By JOHN LEECH 


DO-IT-YOURSELF three-room house, with kitchen and 

bathroom, that can be built in a few days for as little as 
£150, and whose components can be carried on a bicycle may 
revolutionise the living habits of millions of tribal Africans 
in the remote villages and towns of Northern Rhodesia. 

The invention of the house by officers of a special depart- 
ment of the Government, in conjunction with private enter- 
prise, may spell the beginning of the end of one of Africa’s 
most familiar sights—the round, mud-walled thatch hut that 
the African has built and lived in for centuries. 

The RD house, as it is called, has remarkable qualities in 
spite of its cheapness. It is white ant-proof—a major achieve- 
ment in Africa—storm-proof and fire-proof, and ‘ permanent 
but portable.’ 


Once some foundation has been laid, an African working 
with his family and a couple of friends can have the roof on 
in a day and can be living in the house a week or so later. 

The house was developed by the Commissioner for Rural 
Development and his staff and experiments were originally 
carried out by a private firm. The house that resulted consists 
of a steel frame, bolted together and sunk into small concrete 
foundation blocks. It has a corrugated iron roof and steel 
door and window frames. The cost of the steel frame of a 
three-room house and its roof, bolts and ventilator meshes 
is £127. Windows with glass and door frames are £25 extra. 

Starting with this ‘kit’ an African can lay simple founda- 
tion blocks to take the frame sections and fill in the walls 
with Kimberly (unburnt) brick to make a substantial house 
which his family can move into in a few days. 

If later he decides he doesn’t like the place he is living 
in and wants to move—a common occurrence—all he has 
to do is knock out the brick, unbolt the frame and roof and 
carry it away on his bicyle to his newly-chosen site. 

Even built in more substantial materials—burnt brick with 
plaster walls—these houses can be put up for £250 to £300 
and are still portable. 


Many of these houses have been displayed at agricultural 
shows throughout Northern Rhodesia and demonstration 
models have been erected at various government centres. At 
the Ndola Show last year a team put up a two-bedroom ver- 
sion, complete with curtains, carpets, paint, distemper and 
pictures on the walls in seven days. 

Four labourers, unskilled men, put up the frame and roof 
of another in three hours. 


To encourage Africans to build better houses a special 
fund has been created by the Northern Rhodesian Govern- 
ment to provide loans for prospective purchasers. Already 
a number of these houses have been sold this way. 

But the RD house is yet more versatile. With added steel 
frames it can become a shed, workshop or farm storage barn, 
and a good deal of interest has been shown by Europeans 
seeking week-end cottages or guest-houses. 

One of the ways in which these houses will help the African 
to advance is by removing many of the housewife’s duties 
from dirty outhouses into the main house itself. A kitchen 
and a room in which a bath can be placed are included in 
the design of Africa’s newest * prefab.’ 

But perhaps ‘ prefab’ is not quite the word—built in per- 
manent materials these houses have an estimated life of 40 
years.

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FLOWER BOXES 
Their Design and Siting 
by PETER WATSON-SMYTH

if DREAMT that I was present when 
the architect first showed his sketch 
of the new Central London head offices 
to the client, 

‘Yes,’ said the client. ‘I like it and I'm 
sure the Board will approve—but isn’t 
it a little severe? Couldn’t we have 
some flower-boxes or troughs to relieve 
it and give us a more human touch?’ 

‘I rather agree with you,’ said the archi- 
tect, ‘ but I wanted your views first.” He 
pulled a red and a green crayon from his 
pocket. ‘ What we had in mind,’ he went 
on, ‘ was this,’ and deftly he sketched in 
some symbolic flowers on the window- 
cills and under the main entrance canopy. 

* Ah,’ said the client, ‘ now that’s much 
better.” And the architect smiled happily. 
He smiled, in fact, all the way back to 
his office where he called one of his 
assistants and handed him the sketch. 
‘They want window-boxes where I have 
indicated, George,’ he said, ‘ will you get 
ahead with that?’ 

Does it happen like this? I am not 
an architect and I do not know, but I 
do know the headaches that can come 
from impractically designed or sited 
flower-boxes on the new buildings which 
are now appearing in Central London. I 
could name a dozen important buildings 
in the area, of recent consfruction, where 
the owners have paid a heavy penalty in 
being saddled with an impossible or 
impractical flower-box lay-out. 


* Plants are Living Organisms’ 


The fault lies, in my opinion, in the 
lack of general appreciation amongst 
architects of two important points: (1) 
That flowers and plants are living 
organisms with certain definite demands 
of their own, not passive lumps of stone 
or steel which can be relied upon to do 
what they are told; and (2), that air 
conditions in Central London and other 
cities are highly toxic to most plant life 
and, therefore, present very special 
problems when it comes to flower-box 
displays. Anyone can paint pretty pic- 
tures of flowers on a sketch, but getting 
the flowers to succeed on the actual build- 
ing is an entirely different matter. 
Fortunately, there are some architects 
who appreciate these points, or at least 
realise that a problem may exist, and 
employ the advice of experts to guide 
them on these questions of design and 
siting, but they are all too few. 

The flower-box displays of the City of 
London, in particular, are now world- 
famous and call forth the envy of almost 
all foreign visitors to the capital. It would 
indeed be a great pity if this happy 
fashion, which has only come about in 
the last ten years or so, were to become 
frustrated through disappointments stem- 
ming wholly from ignorance of the 
problems. No one has a larger say in 
the future of window-box and similar dis-

plays on the important London buildings 
of the future than architects, for theirs, 
in the end, is the responsibility for pro- 
viding a fenestration which is effective 
and practical. And no one could deny 
that it would have been far better if the 
window-boxes which now adorn so many 
of the Victorian cills of the City had been 
designed as part of the building in the 
first place rather than added to it sub- 
sequently, On both = artistic and 
functional grounds, the built-in flower-box 
or plant-trough is the obvious answer. 


Constructing Troughs 


I would stress the advisability of 
specialist advice in the construction and 
Siting of all such boxes and troughs, in- 
ternal and external, but in its absence 
are there any general rules or principles 
to follow? I advance some below with 
the important qualification that they are 
necessarily generalisations: 


(1) In the design of boxes, the 
internal measurements should not be 
less than 8in. x 8in. and not more 
than 10in. x 10in. Linings should be 
of lead or zinc, and these should always 
be sealed at the rim to prevent surplus 
water invading them. Good drainage 
arrangements should always be made. 
If the surplus water is to run free, 
drainage holes can often be set near the 
fronts so that water falls free of the 
building. A wide front edge to the 
boxes should be avoided as it prevents 
the use of hanging plants. 


(2) In the siting of boxes in such 
conditions, it can generally be assumed 
that flowers above first floor height will 
be unnoticed or puny in effect. In busy 
streets, flowers at ground floor window 
height will have to be changed every 
few weeks because of dirt and exhaust 
fume effects, but will be at their most 
effective height for viewing. In 
relatively clean positions, ‘ the lower the 
better’ is almost invariably a sound 
rule for effective siting and, strangely 
enough, the pilferage risk turns out to 
be negligible in almost all situations. 


(3) Light conditions play an impor- 
tant part, but the degree of light 
intensity, in a photographic sense, is a 
much better yardstick than the points 
of the compass. Better a well-lit, open 
northern aspect than a closed in and 
gloomy southern one. 


(4) Flowers will fare very much 
better if their boxes are out from the 
building rather than tucked into win- 
dow-frames or other recesses, 


(5) Good access arrangements are 
vital and it should be remembered that 
the boxes not only have to be watered 
(now mostly done with tankers and 
ladders from the pavements at night), 
but the plants also have to be picked 
over two or three times per week. 
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(6) Maintenance upkeep cost may be 
an important factor to the occupier of 
the building and should, therefore, 
receive consideration in the planning 
stages. Better a few flower-boxes which 
the occupier can afford to keep up at 
a high standard than a large number 
which may prove beyond his purse to 
look after as well. 


(7) Flower-boxes should be set at 
least 15 in. below casement windows to 
avoid damage to the blooms when the 
latter are opened. 


(8) Generally speaking, it is 
impossible, in City conditions, to 
obtain floral displays in window-boxes 
which are effective when viewed either 
from inside or outside the building. 
Where, as is usual, the main desire is 
to have an effective display as viewed 
from the street, it is generally best so to 
site or screen the boxes that the backs 
of the plants cannot be seen from with- 
in the building. 

(9) Dirt-collecting crevices should be 
avoided beneath and around the boxes 
as a certain overspill of soil is virtually 
unavoidable when replanting boxes. 

(10) Where light conditions vary 
between boxes, there will be a 
marked variation in the response of 
the plants, and even results will 
be impossible. This is a_ factor 
which needs consideration if it is pro- 
posed to have boxes on, say, two sides 
of a building or, very commonly, where 
some boxes will be fully exposed to the 
light and others slightly or greatly 
affected by some overhanging archi- 
tectural feature such as a balcony or 
canopy. 

Many of these points may seem obvious, 
but only recently I was consulted by a 
client over a large new block in the City 
which had been equipped with a total run 
of about 90ft. of elaborate and beautifully 
made window-boxes set beneath case- 
ment windows in such a way that it is 
wholly impossible to either plant or ser- 
vice them! 


‘ Architects Need Advice’ 


When it comes to internal flower or 
plant troughs, generalisation is even more 
difficult. Natural light, artificial light, 
heating and ventilation arrangements, 
dust, draughts—these and many more con- 
siderations may often be vital to the 
question of practicability. So variable are 
the factors that it would be very 
dangerous to venture upon any ‘rules of 
thumb’ as a substitute for advice bred of 
experience. All that can safely be said is 
that moderate temperature conditions, 
full natural light, no draughts and full 
accessibility for watering and maintenance 
are the ideal. 

As a final word of warning, may I say 
this: The relationship between country 
conditions and congested urban conditions 
as far as flower-boxes are concerned is so 
different that there is hardly a valid com- 
parison. The béte noire of the Central 
London flower-box contractor is the man 
who begins: ‘Luckily, I'm a bit of a 
gardener myself out at Surbiton...’ It 
could not, as a rule, prove more unfortu- 
nate.

Shropshire Hills Protection 

THe Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. Henry Brooke, has 
taken steps to protect the beauty of the 
Shropshire Hills. He has confirmed an 
order made by the National Parks Com- 
mission, establishing about 300 square 
miles in the county as an area of out- 
standing natural beauty. 

The designated area includes the fine 
landscape around Church Stretton, with 
Caer Caradoc, the Long Mynd, the Stiper- 
stones and the long ridge of Wenlock 
Edge, from which it extends north-east to 
take in the Wrekin and the Ercall. To 
the south-east parts of the Clee Hills are 
included, and to the south-west the Clun 
Forest area on the Welsh border. 

The responsibility for preserving and 
enhancing the natural beauty of the land- 
scape rests with the local planning 
authority, Salop County Council. Govern- 
ment grants can be made at the rate of 
75 per cent toward the cost of treating 
derelict land, tree planting and preserva- 
tion and removing disfigurements. Grants 
are also available toward expenditure 
incurred in making agreements or orders 
for public access to open country and in 
appointing wardens. 
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Industrial Art Bursaries 


THE Royal Society of Arts have issued 
from John Adam-street, Adelphi, WC2, a 
report on the Society’s annual Industrial 
Art Bursaries Competition for 1958. The 
competition was open to young designers, 
mainly ‘between 17 and 30 years of age, 
and included 16 sections covering many 
branches of industrial design. The main 
object of the present scheme of awards is 
to enable the successful candidates to 
broaden their knowledge and experience 
by travel abroad in order to study foreign 
design at first hand. 495 candidates from 
80 schools and industrial establishments 
entered the various sections of the com- 
petition as compared with 423 and 70 
respectively in 1957. A total of 25 bur- 
saries amounting in value to £3,300 were 
awarded. 


‘Hot Pot Supper’ 


Tue Lancashire, Cheshire and Isle of 
Man Junior Branch of the RICS held a 
Hot Pot Supper in Liverpool recently, 
followed by a sketch on the ‘ Settlement 
of a Builder’s Final Account.’ The sketch 
brought out a number of controversial 
points which members might easily be 
confronted with in practice. In addition 
to being discussed by the members who 
portrayed the two quantity surveyors in 
the sketch, the points were afterwards 
fully discussed by members from the 
body of the hall. 


Corfe Castle Repairs 


Repairs to Corfe Castle, Dorset, parts 
of which are 800 years old, were begun 
recently by the Ministry of Works. The 
whole programme of work is expected to 
take between 8 and 10 years to complete 
and will consist of consolidating the 
existing masonry, re-setting loose stones 
and doing whatever is necessary to arrest 
further decay and to ensure that the ruins 
of this famous castle and ancient monu- 
ment shall be properly preserved for the 
future. 

The work is being undertaken on 
behalf of the owner, Mr. H. R. J. Bankes, 
by skilled craftsmen and staff of the 
Ancient Monuments Branch of the 
Ministry of Works. 


‘ Noise in Industry’

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


From The Builder of March 26, 1859 

INCOMPETENT FOREMEN AND THE 
APPRENTICESHIP SYSTEM.—Employers not 
only suffer from incompetent, but still 
more so from drinking, foremen. To say 
nothing of the direct neglect of duty from 
this cause, it is well known that vast 
numbers of dissipated workmen are kept 
in employment because they are boon 
companions of the foreman, or constantly 
standing treat for him. 

Observation convinces me that it is 
morally and physically wrong to place a 
boy of 14 years of age at hard work, and 
exposure to the ordinary influence of an 
English workshop. I suggest that for the 
raising up of a race of superior, intelligent 
mechanics their time be devoted to an 
elementary trade education, where the 
youth would become initiated into the 
application of geometry, drawing men- 
suration, etc., at the same time habits of 
steady industry should be inculcated, as 
well as settled moral habits, to resist gross 
temptations of the workshop. w. J

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BUILDING IN THE CITY 


Common Council Approve Tower Hill Redevelopment Unit 


HE Court of Common Council at their 

meeting on March 19 approved pro- 
posals for the establishment of a further 
redevelopment unit—the seventh—in the 
City, and for the acquisition of land within 
the unit. 

The proposals were put forward by the 
Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee. 

The unit comprises land bounded by 
Lower Thames-street, Tower Hill, Great 
Tower-street, Seething-lane, the eastern and 
northern boundaries of 48 Mark-lane, Mark- 
lane, Waterdane, the northern boundary of 
3 and 4 Water-lane, the eastern, northern 
and western boundaries of 24 and 25 Great 
Tower-street, the southern boundaries of 22 
and 23 Great Tower-street, the western 
boundary of Ocean House, 24 and 25 Great 
Tower-street, the southern boundary of 16 
Harp-lane, Cross-lane, St. Dunstan’s-hill, the 
northern boundary of 10 and 10a St. Dun- 
stan’s-hill, including part of 8 St. Dunstan’s- 
hill, the northern boundary of 85 and 86 
and 90 Lower Thames-street, the northern 
boundary of the Coal Exchange, the eastern 
and northern boundary of 26 St, Mary-at- 
Hiil and St, Mary-at-Hill. 

The total area is 6.36 acres, of which 1.72 
acres is land covered by roads. 

The corporation has considerable land 
holdings in the area, largely of war dam- 
aged land, and has already acquired or is 
acquiring land at a cost of £540,000. Certain 
properties in the unit are already owned 
by the Corporation. 

The proposed layout of the unit falls into 
four sections. 

The first provides for the comprehensive 
redevelopment of the whole of the area in 
accordance with road proposals. It includes 
the widening of Lower Thames-street, as part 
of the major proposal to construct a west 
to east through road from Victoria Embank- 
ment to Tower Hill, with a planned overall 
width of 76 feet; the construction of a new 
road connecting Lower Thames-street and 
Byward-street; and the improvement of the 
eastern end of Lower Thames-street, Byward- 
street, Cross-lane, St. Mary-at-Hill and 
Mark-lane. 


Closure to Traffic 


The second section envisages the closure 
of part of Tower-hill to vehicular traffic, and 
parts of St. Dunstan’s-hill, Harp-lane, Water- 
lane, Great Tower-street and Seething-lane 
and the closure of the whole of Beer-lane, 
Rose-court and White Lion-court. 

The fourth provides for an open space 
to the south and west of All Hallows Church, 
Barking-by-the-Tower; and the fifth, the 
redevelopment of a large area of war dam- 
aged land bounded by Lower Thames-street, 
Tower-hill, Great Tower-street and the new 
road connecting Lower Thames-street and 
Byward-street in such a manner as to pro- 
vide a proper setting for All Hallows Church 
and the preservation of the distant views of 
the Tower of London. 

The committee, in their report, also state 
that it is anticipated that, provided the cor 
poration is given the necessary powers to 


acquire and appropriate all the outstanding 
interests in the area, all these proposals can 
be achieved within nine years from the con- 
firmation of the compulsory purchase order, 
the major part of the development being sub- 
stantially completed by the end of seven 
years. 

The report also refers to the Coal 
Exchange, the demolition of which was 
approved by the court in July. It says that 
careful investigation has been made to ascer- 
tain whether the building could be preserved, 
in view of the fact that it is among those 
considered by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government as worthy of preserva- 
tion, only if this can be done without detri- 
ment to wider interests. 

* Undoubtedly,’ the report continues, ‘ the 
retention of the Coal Exchange will be seri- 
ously detrimental to the construction of the 
major west-east traffic route...but we 
understand that the Coal and Corn and 
Finance Committee with whom we are in 
conference are not yet in a position to submit 
final recommendations in the matter. Mean- 
while, however, the site of the Coal Exchange 
can be included in the proposed redevelop- 
ment unit without detriment to the ultimate 
decision with regard to its future.’ 

The estimated cost of acquisition, clearing 
and preliminary development of the unit is 
£2,770,145. With a deduction of £602,000— 
the estimated cost of acquisitions already 
completed or to be completed—the further 
new expenditure is estimated at £2,168,145. 

In addition, further engineering works at 
an estimated cost of about £166,000, which 
are not chargeable to the unit, will have to 
be carried out.

The erection of a new building for use as 
a livery hall at parts of 8, 9 and 10 Oat- 
lane, 4 Fitchetts-court and the site of Fit- 
chetts-court (D. E. Nye and Partners, 
L/ARIBA, 172 Buckingham Palace-road, 
SW1); 

The reconstruction of the existing property 
at 38 Cannon-street, Mansion House Station, 
to conform with the new building line (Lon- 
don Transport Executive); 

The erection of a new office building at 
Suffolk House, Suffolk-lane, Norfolk House, 
Laurence Pountney-lane, 3 to 7 Laurence 
Pountney-hill, part of Ducks Foot-lane, and 
parts of 141, 143, 145 and 147 Upper Thames- 
street (City of London Real Property Co. 
Ltd., 16 Mark-lane, EC3); 

The erection of a new building for use as 
offices at 9 to 13 Goldsmith-street, 3 to 7 
Gutterlane and 125 to 127 Wood-street 
(Knapton and Deane, FRIBA, 6 Martin-lane, 
EC4); 

The erection of an office building, com- 
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prising basement car park, ground floor and 
seven storeys over, at 9 to 13 Goldsmith- 
street, 3 to 7 Gutter-lane and 125 to 127 
Wood-street (Trehearne and Norman, Pres- 
ton and Partners, FF/RIBA, 83 Kingsway, 
WC2); 

The erection of a new building for use as 
offices at parts of 5 to 8 Bow Churchyard, 78 
Watling-street, 58 to 60 Bread-street and 
Starcourt (Ley, Colbeck and Partners, 
FF/RIBA, Palmerston House, 51 Bishops- 
gate, EC2); 

And the erection of an office building at 
part of 39 to 47 (including part of 45a), part 
of 56 and 57 and the whole of 58 to 63 
Basinghall-street, parts of 1 to 4 Alderman- 
bury-buildings, part of Millers-court, parts 
35 and 36 Aldermanbury, part of 18 and 
19 London Wall! (Morrison, Rose and Part- 
ners, FRIBA, 4 Wimpole Street, W1). 

A condition of permission with regard to 
the last named development was that * pedes- 
trian footways and a podium for public 
access" should be provided. The Council, 
in a division, rejected by 48 votes to 46 a 
suggestion by Mr. D. G. MILLs (chairman 
of the Streets Committee) that the condition 
should be further considered in view of the 
fact that the council had not yet had before 
them proposals to put into effect the idea of 
raised footways. 

Outline permission, subject to certain con- 
ditions, was granted for the erection of a 
new office building on the site of St. 
Swithin’s Church, Cannon-street (Biscoe and 
Stanton, 5/6 Staple Inn, WC2). 

The council refused to permit several 
developments for which plans had been sub- 
mitted. 

One was a proposal for the rebuilding, 
with 10 per cent addition for use as offices, 
of 20 and 21 Basinghall-street (R. Seifert 
and Partners, FRIBA, 28 Great Ormond- 
street, WC1l). Among the reasons for the 
refusal was that the site is affected by pro- 
posals for the widening of Basinghall-street, 
and that the residual site should form part 
of an overall scheme for the building block 
in which the site is situated. 

This was also among the reasons given for 
the refusal of permission for the erection of 
a new building for use as offices at 22 Bas- 
inghall-street (R. Seifert and Partners, 
FRIBA). 

Also refused was permission for the erec- 
tion of a new building for use as offices at 
20, 21 and 22 Basinghall-street (R. Seifert & 
Partners, FRIBA). The council agreed to 
inform the applicants that permission would 
be granted for a building having not more 
than six storeys above ground on the new 
line of Basinghall-street and a depth of not 
more than 50 ft., with the land at the rear 
left open, provided that certain standards 
were complied with.

Drawing particulars were approved in 
respect of the erection of a multi-floor car 
park and workshops, petrol filling station and 
a car sales showroom at 158 to 170 Alders-

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IN PARLIAMENT

URBAN MOTORWAYS 


R. HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister 

of Transport, during a debate on the 
roads programme on March 17, said he 
would welcome the co-operation of the 
architectural profession, engineers and all 
those interested, in seeing whether we could 
not design our own solution to the urgent 
problem of urban motorways. ‘In looking 
ahead to the urban road programme,’ he 
declared, ‘we will welcome new ideas on 
how to shape it in with the old and historic 
buildings and history of our towns and 
cities and our own special problems. We 
intend to press on with that.’ 

The Minister pointed out that it had 
always been made clear by his predecessors 
and himself that there was no sense in build- 
ing a network of cross-country roads each 
one of which ended in an urban bottleneck. 
The first phase of the attack on the urban 
problem to deal with bottlenecks, tunnels 
and bridges was well advanced. 


The Tyne Tunnel was an urgent contribu- 
tion. Costing £13m. he hoped shortly to 
authorise it, as well as the duplication of 
the Blackwall Tunnel at a cost of over £7m. 
That would_deal with a bad bottleneck in 
London. The new Park Lane scheme would 
start in October and the LCC would have 
spent £750,000 on diverting sewers and ser- 
vices before the work on the actual road 
scheme could be carried out. The Hammer- 
smith flyover and the Talgarth-road widen- 
ing would be considered shortly. Outside 
London they hoped soon to authorise Part 
Il of the Birmingham inner ring road, cost- 
ing over £Ilm. This would bring the ring 
road into operation. It was an ingenious 
scheme and great credit was due to Sir 
Herbert Manzoni and Birmingham Corpora- 
tion. 

In the West country he commended the 
enterprise of those who had taken on the 
construction of the Tamar crossing as a 
piece of private enterprise. He hoped others 
would come forward with this fascinating 
idea of forming their own companies and 
associations to build bridges and tunnels. He 
would be happy to assist them to impose 
tolls to make an attractive investment from 
such a scheme. 

Mr. Watkinson went on to explain that 
they were now considering how best to meet 
the next phase, the full-scale urban motor 
road which many of them had seen in 
the United States and elsewhere. He was 
not sure that such a scheme in all its severity 
was the right answer in our historic cities 
and towns. 


The Broader Strategy 


It was left to Mr. NuGent, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary, to outline the broader 
strategy of the urban motor road when he 
replied to the debate. He described them 
as essentially a high-speed city road with 
two carriageways, few accesses, no inter- 
sections, no frontagers, no stopping and no 
pedestrians. The advantages were fast, safe, 
city travel; the disadvantages were high cost 
and damage to amenity. 

Taking the ‘A’ ring road plan for London 


as an illustration, this would have a radius 
of about 14 to 2 miles from Charing Cross 
and a total length of about 11 or 12 miles. 
It would allow all cross-London traffic to 
be deflected from the centre and help move- 
ment within the centre. The main dis- 
advantage was that the cost was very heavy, 
about £150m. or £13m. a mile. That was the 
cost of acquiring land and building the road. 
On top would be the cost of redevelopment 
of all properties adjoining the motorway. 
Nobody had been able to work out how 
much that would cost but it would be very 
heavy. 

Turning to the amenity aspect, Mr. Nugent 
briefly described how the road would involve 
a huge viaduct south of the river, a great 
cutting north of the river and a length of 
tunnel under Hyde Park. That great cutting 
would run north of Oxford-street, through 
Belgravia and Pimlico and through residen- 
tial estates and squares containing cherished 
amenities and buildings of architectural 
value. It would make a big difference to 
the face of London. 

He did not say that they would never 
have such motorways but although many 
people welcomed the idea, when they 
realised what was involved they decided it 
was something they would not be keen to 
have near their homes. The cost, in terms 
of amenity and the splitting up of whole 
communities, was very heavy. 

The Minister and himself felt that the 
right approach was to regard this idea as 
something to be used in certain special cases. 
There was a case for it in Newport and they 
had therefore proposed it but the weighing 
up of the pros and cons set a frightful prob- 
lem. They thought it had a place in the 
extension from the Great West Road at the 
beginning of the South Wales radial. 

At present their approach to the urban 
problem was to improve existing all-purpose 
roads and make extensive improvements at 
intersections. Particularly they wished to see 
the development of traffic engineering. At 
present a good deal was done on an ad hoc 
basis, but they wanted to see comprehensive 
systems of traffic engineering applied in our 
cities. We could derive immense value from 
a more scientific use of streets and full con- 
trol of parked vehicles which made the most 
extravagant use of space. 


‘Architects’ Anxieties Unfounded’ 


He added: ‘The anxiety expressed by 
architects about the building of urban motor- 
ways is quite unfounded. The city commit- 
tees which have been set up, including the 
London Roads Committee and those in the 
Midlands and West Riding considering the 
big conurbations there, are considering road 
developments over the next 20 years. The 
members include the town planning authori- 
ties with their architects and other experts. 
There is no doubt that amenity and archi- 
tectural considerations are fully expressed 
and are taken into consideration together 
with engineering views on traffic considera- 
tion. 

‘The whole idea of the exercise is to 
obtain a balanced approach to this very diffi- 
cult problem. I am certain that from the 
reports of the London and other committees 
we shall obtain a helpful picture of what 
must be done during the next 20 years.’ 

During the debate, Mr. DEEDES com- 
mented that, due perhaps to lack of experi- 
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ence, Britain had fallen a long way behind 
in our mid-twentieth century roads and 
bridges on what he might term architectural 
distinction. Architects were used, but cer- 
tainly in some authorities they were far too 
subordinate and were often employed or con- 
sulted too late. It was idle to talk about 
doubling the standard of living in 25 years 
if at the end of it all we simply found our- 
selves enjoying it in a desert of concrete 
and mechanical clutter. 

This was something that the grandiose 
plans were apt to overlook, he said, and in 
this respect there was much for the civic 
conscience. Given architectural imagination 
he saw no reason why the giant express ways 
or motorways should not have some sort of 
majesty and the small projects some sort of 
harmony which many of them now lacked. 
The scope here had been neglected. They 
must apply not merely constructional but 
civilised considerations. 


The Roads Programme 


OINTING out that the Government 

were engaged on the largest road build- 
ing programme that Britain had certainly 
had in modern times, Mr. HAROLD WATKIN- 
SON, the Minister of Transport, said on 
March 17 that if they were to press forward 
fast enough to keep pace with the motoring 
age, those who built the roads must take 
some ‘carefully calculated risks.’ 

With his mind cast on the recent con- 
troversy over the Preston by-pass, Mr. 
Watkinson commented: ‘ If they are to over- 
insure or become over-cautious—and the 
House has done its best in recent weeks to 
see that they are over-cautious—or if they 
become unduly worried about bad weather, 
subsoil problems or problems of planning, 
we shall be beaten in this task before we 
start. That would be a great disservice to 
almost everyone. That is why I take my 
stand firmly in support of all those willing 
to press forward the roads programme 
against the inevitable difficulties that must 
arise.” 

The Minister reminded MPs that there were 
those outside the House who did not always 
welcome being made the centre of political 
sensation and he hoped the House and other 
critics would bear in mind the enormous 
difficulties these men faced. They were try- 
ing to chose a 20-year gap. In some cases 
they were having to learn by experience and 
they were having to contend with summers 
and winters which over the last year seemed 
to have the same adverse climate. 

The Government's plan for roads was per- 
fectly clear. Over the past four years the 
average of new construction and major 
improvements was roughly £12m. Expendi- 
ture this year would be nearly £47m.; next 
year £55m. and thereafter, and these were 
important words, expenditure would be 
planned on the basis of not less than £60m. 
a year. Therefore the Ministry had a firm 
base on which to plan for the future and 
if they could expand it, good luck to them. 

What share of the national investment was 
being put into roads? To the £60m. must 
be added £33m. of Government money for 
maintenance and minor improvements. 
There must then be added £50m. for local 
government contributions. In other words 
we were spending at a rate of not less than 
£140m. a year on our road system, a very 
fair share of the capital investment pro- 
gramme. 





MoW ARCHITECT’S DEPARTMENT 


R. HUGH MOLSON, Minister of 

Works, told Mr. HaroL_p WILSON, on 
March 17, that he proposed to make no 
changes in his architect’s department. Mr. 
Wilson wanted this done to ‘enable the 
department to draw up the plans for the 
proposed employment exchange in Kirkby in 
a period shorter than the two years stated 
by the Minister to be necessary.’ 

Said Mr. Molson: ‘ This is a large project 
involving a number of departments, and the 
time required for consultations with the 
planning authorities and the detailed work 
essential for a firm price tender is not exces- 
sive. There is not sufficient urgency about 
this job which would justify me in giving it 
priority in the programme of work.’ 

Mr. Wilson: ‘Is not the Minister aware 
that Sir Christopher Wren designed St. 
Paul’s Cathedral in less time that it has taken 
his department to design a small employ- 
ment exchange? Has he not plans in his 
department which can be used in such 
cases 7° 

Mr. Molson: ‘1 very much doubt whether 
my predecessor did in fact prepare plans for 
St. Paul’s Cathedral in such a very short 
time. In the two years we require, we need 
10 months for planning consultations with 
the three Government departments which are 
to occupy this large building, and for prepar- 
ing sketch plans; eight months for the work- 
ing drawings; three months for preparing the 
bills of quantities; and three months for 
inviting tenders from contractors. It is our 
general policy to plan buildings in advance 
to meet the requirements of occupying 
departments and I do not regard this as being 
an excessive period. We do not build all 
employment exchanges to the same design.” 


POST OFFICE BUILDING 


® i of Post Office capital expenditure of 
£90m. during 1959-60, £13,200,000 will 
be spent on sites and buildings. Announcing 
this in the White Paper published on March 
17, the Post Office stated that the construc- 
tion of 154 major new buildings was due to 
begin in 1959-60, including 58 postal build- 
ings and 67 telephone exchanges and 
repeater stations. The biggest works would 
be: 


Telephone.—Blackburn, £225,000; Cambridge, 
£180,000; Cheltenham, £105,000; Chesterfield, 
£105,000 ; Powe nian! £105,000; Dumfries, 
£135,000; Edinburgh (Woodcroft), £490,000;

£110,000; Plymouth, £165,000 ; Preston, 
£265,000; Reading, £335,000; Tunbridge Wells, 
£285,000. 

Postal. — Basildon, £170,000 ; Battersea, 
£420,000; Guildford, £140,000; Preston, 
£540,000; Stirling Head, £125,000. Combined. 
—Ballymena, £110,000; Elgin Head, £150,000. 

Miscellaneous.—Blackburn engineering depot, 
£140,000; Bridgwater supplies dept. extension, 
£105,000; Chester area telephone manager’s 
office, £185,000; Leafield radio station exten- 
sion, £235,000; London SW area telephone 
manager's office, £430,000; Paisley engineering 
depot, £160,000. 

On the whole postal buildings are our 
oldest buildings and generally postal 
mechanisation will mean adaptation rather 
than rebuilding, but some of the biggest 
mechanisation schemes about to be launched 
in various parts of the country may call for 
rebuilding or the adding of an extension to 
an existing building. 


AUSTRALIA’S TALLEST BUILDING.—ICI 
House, built on Eastern Hill, Melbourne, 
which was opened recently, is officially 
stated to be Australia’s tallest building. 
With a height of 275 ft. 4in., and a total floor 
area of 300,000 sq. ft., it contains three acres 
of external glass and cost £A3m. The 
architects are Bates, Smart and McCutcheon, 
of Melbourne 


UNIVERSITY BUILDING 
XPENDITURE totalling nearly £17m. 
for building work either in progress or 

planned for the next financial year at univer- 

sities of England, Wales and Scotland, is 
detailed in the Civil Estimates for Education 


published on March 17. The total 
Exchequer grant, based on the estimated cost 
of the projects, is expected to be £534m., 
spread over a number of years. 

The estimates show that the total grant 
for building works estimated to cost £30,000 
or more and begun before December 1, 1958, 
is expected to be £27,111,655. In this section 
the probable amount of grant paid to March 
31, 1959, is £14,462,364 and the estimates 
seek Parliamentary approval for a further 
£9,276,500 in the coming financial year. 
Thereafter in either the next or future finan- 
cial years a further £3,372,790 will be 
required for completing the schemes. 

For building works estimated to cost 
£30,000 or more which had not been begun 
at December 1, 1958, the total Exchequer 
grant is expected to reach £23,297,740. Of 
this £369,510 has already been voted by Par- 
liament, and for the coming year approval 
is sought for expenditure of £6,600,000. 
Thereafter £16,328,230 will be required in 
future years to complete the schemes. 

Among the projects in this section, a 
£150,000 instalment is sought towards the 
grant for Stage 1 of the Moor Edge Hall of 
Residence, King’s College, Newcastle, esti- 
mated to cost £400,000; £75,000 towards the 
£135,000 administration block at Exeter Uni- 
versity; £120,000 towards Stage II of the 
Arts building at Leeds University, and 
£150,000 towards Stage I of the Weetwood 
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Development. At Leicester University 
£125,000 is sought towards the new physics 
building, estimated at £225,000, and at Liver- 
pool University, £140,000 towards the 
veterinary building costing £213,750. 

The instalments to grants required for pro- 
jects at London University include first instal- 
ments of £120,000 for the new hall of resi- 
dence for Imperial College in  Prince’s 
Gardens (estimated to cost £851,140), 
£120,000 for the electrical engineering build- 
ing (£1,035,395), and £75,000 for the civil 
engineering building (£1,162,050). For Queen 
Mary College, £170,000 is sought for the 
first stage of the physic building (£243,260). 
The estimates seek £200,000 towards the con- 
version of 37-45 Tavistock-square as a Hall 
of Residence (£245,000), and £30,000 as the 
first instalment towards an International Hall 
of Residence in Brunswick-square (£200,000). 

At Manchester University, £250,000 is 
sought towards the first two stages of the 
engineering building (total estimated cost 
£1,150,000) and at Nottingham University 
£175,000 is required towards the first two 
stages of the social sciences and education 
building (£300,000). First instalments are 
sought for eight projects at Sheffield Univer- 
sity, three at Southampton University, two 
at Aberystwyth University College, three at 
Bangor University College, two at Aberdeen 
University and one, for £70,000, towards a 
veterinary field station at Edinburgh Univer- 
sity. 


NEW EMBASSIES AND PUBLIC 
BUILDINGS 


HE construction of new embassy build- 

ings or residences overseas was 
announced in the Civil Estimates for Com- 
mon Services, 1959-60, published on March 
17. An increase of £1,021,000 in expenditure 
on public buildings overseas is estimated by 
the Ministry of Works, bringing the total 
sum required for the coming year to 
£3,565,000. The total for new works, altera- 
tions and additions is £1,685,000, an increase 
of £666,000, and £550,000 is set aside for 
maintenance and repairs, an increase of 
£50,000. 

New embassy buildings or residences are 
to be provided at Baghdad (estimated to cost 
£250,000), Berne (£75,000), Djakarta 
(£200,000), Lagos (£110,000), Monrovia 
(£75,000), Saigon (£150,000) and Warsaw 
(£100,000). On various works in progress, 
the estimates seek a further £800,000 towards 
the embassy offices in Washington (estimated 
total cost £1,225,000); £18,000 towards the 
High Commissioner’s buildings at Accra 
(£130,000); £50,000 towards the embassy resi- 
dence in Belgrade (£230,000); £50,000 towards 
offices extension at Canberra (£85,000); 
£10,000 towards new embassy at Khartoum 
(£100,000); £250,000 towards the residence 
and office accommodation for the High Com- 
missioner in New Delhi (£1,400,000); £35,000 
towards works in Singapore (£60,000); 
£55,000 towards the new residence and office 
accommodation for ambassador at Tehran 
(£550,000); £60,000 towards new embassy 
residence and staff accommodation and 
offices at Vientiane (£150,000). 

In the Ministry of Works estimates on 
public buildings in the United Kingdom, 
£5,886,120 is set aside for new works, altera- 
tions and additions, a decrease of just over 
half a million on 1958-59, but maintenance 
and repairs rise by just over £400,000 to 
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£11,350,000. Out of the many works in pro- 
gress the largest vote, £340,000, is sought 
towards a new station for the Road Research 
Laboratory, Crowthorne. This _ includes 
experimental roads and the estimated total 
cost of the project is £2.5m. 

Over 70 proposed building works are 
listed and among them preliminary votes are 
sought for projects like the erection of a 
new printing works at Basildon for HM 
Stationery Office (estimated total cost 
£500,000); the reconstruction of the Treasury 
buildings at Whitehall Buildings, SW1 
(£700,000); adaptations at Thorp Arch for 
the National Lending Library for Science 
and Technology (£250,000); extension to 
main laboratories at the Water Pollution 
Research Laboratory, Stevenage (£125,000); 
new building at the Physics Group of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research (£300,000); extensions to main hall 
at the Hydraulics Research Stations, How- 
bery Park (£197,000), and roofing over wave 
basins (£60,000); and erection of labora- 
tories at the Safety in Mines Research Estab- 
lishment at Sheffield, Broad Lane (£390,000). 

At the British Museum it is estimated that 
the restoration of the Duveen Gallery will 
cost £23,000, a new laboratory at 39-40 Rus- 
sell-square £50,000 and the reconstruction of 
the Central Saloon, the Roman Britain sec- 
tion and other schemes, £90,000. Of the 
total £8,000 is being provided in the Vote 
for next year. A sum of £35,000 is estimated 
for the reconstruction and adaptation of 
Apsley House to fit in with the Park Lane 
improvement scheme. 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND FACTORY 
BUILDING 


HE Minister of Labour, Mr. IAIN 

MACLEOD, announced during a debate 
on unemployment on March 18 that be- 
tween February and March there had been 
a decrease in unemployment of more than 
58,000, the percentage dropping from 2.8 to 
2.5. In Scotland, Wales, N. Ireland and 
every region of England there had been sub- 
stantial decreases concentrated among wholly 
unemployed, who had dropped by 48,000. 
The biggest decrease was in Scotland, where 
the percentage dropped from 5.4 to 4.8. 

In some of the good sectors, there had 
been a very big drop, which one would have 
expected. This no doubt was largely seasonal 
in building and contracting as the better 
weather came and as demand began to grow. 
At that moment there were almost exactly 
550,000 unemployed. 

Mr. DouG.as Jay, who opened the debate 
for the Opposition, said at least a dozen fair- 
sized advance factories were needed. The 
Government should set going a vigorous pro- 
gramme for clearing derelict sites. We 
needed a thoroughgoing long-term pro- 
gramme to clear up the industrial ruins. 
Finally the muddle caused by the piling of 
DATAC areas on Development Areas must 
be cleared up. The Government must be 
tough in steering excessive expansions away 
from London. 

Mr, MACLEOD commented on the pamph- 
let which Mr. Jay produced after his recent 
tour for the Labour Party and how very 
similar his ideas were to those of the 
Government. Mr. Jay was proceeding from 
a different diagnosis, but when they came 
to the prescription, which was what mattered, 
they were in a very similar position. The 


essential difference in advance factory policy 
seemed to be the mumber that should be 
built. The Government said three. Virtu- 
ally no purely new factory was given an 
IDC in the Greater London area. 

Mr. JoHN Ropcers, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Board of Trade, said that they 
were prepared to build three advance fac- 
tories on an experimental basis and the 
places chosen for these were Coatbridge, 
Scotland, Anglesey in Wales and the third 
would be somewhere in the Merseyside De- 
velopment Area. Seventy extensions to 
Government factories throughout the De- 
velopment Areas had been approved and a 
further 22 were being negotiated. 

Mr. ErRout, Economic Secretary to the 
Treasury, replying to a question on March 
19, stated: Applications for loans from the 
Development Fund for factory building can 
be made in respect of projects in North-West 
Wales (including Anglesey), the crofting 
counties of Scotland, and the Buckie-Peter- 
head district. These are the same areas as 
those where factories were built with the 
help of the Development Fund prior to the 
passage of the Distribution of Industry (In- 
dustrial Finance) Act. A document describ- 
ing the procedure for applications is in pre- 
paration, and will be distributed shortly to 
local authorities in the areas concerned. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Timber Imports 


Sirk ALFRED Bossom asked the President 
of the Board of Trade how much hard and 
soft wood was imported into Great Britain 
between the two wars and since the last war. 

Sm D. Eccies wrote in reply on March 
13: ‘ Between 1919 and 1939, 664m. cu. ft. 
of hardwood and roughly 40m. standards of 
soft wood, including sleepers, were imported 
into the United Kingdom. Comparable 
figures for 1946-58 were approximately 513m. 
cu, ft. and 19m. standards, respectively.’ 


Tendering by Government 
Departments 


Sir ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister of 
Health how much his department had spent 
in connection with building and civil engi- 
neering work during the last five years under 
competitive tenders; and how much was paid 
to specially selected contractors without 
competition. 

Mr. WALKER-SMITH wrote in reply on 
March 16: ‘I assume Sir A. Bossom refers 
to building by hospital boards, which has 
amounted to £70m. in the last five years. 
It has been the practice of boards to seek 
competitive tenders for all but the smallest 
jobs, but no precise figures are available.’ 

In answer to a similar question by Sir 
Alfred Bossom to his department, the Secre- 
tary of State for War, Mr. SoaMEs, wrote 
in reply: ‘The total expenditure is £166m. 
Without detailed reports from abroad, I 
cannot give the exact sum spent on single- 
tender contracts but it would not amount 
to more than about one per cent of the total 
and might be very much less.’ 

The same question was answered by Mr. 
GeorGE Warp, Secretary of State for Air, 
as follows: ‘During the past five years we 
have paid contractors about £207m. for work 
of this kind. Contracts for which we did 
not invite competitive tenders accounted for 
about £800,000.’ 
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Mr, GacsraitTH, Civil Lord, Admiralty, 
told Sir Alfred Bossom: In the last five 
years £37.25m. has been spent on contract 
work. Of this total £1.2m. was spent on 
contracts placed with selected contractors 
without competition. 


Embellishment of Hospitals 

Mr. KENNETH ROBINSON asked the Minis- 
ter of Health of March 16 what was his 
policy with regard to the embellishment of 
new hospitals by means of mural decoration 
and sculpture; and whether he was prepared 
to allow the expenditure of reasonable sums 
out of Exchequer funds for this purpose 
where major capital projects were involved. 

Mr. WALKER-SMITH: ‘I expect hospital 
boards to make the best use of the money 
available for capital development. While 
necessary building work remains undone, 
this must in my view unfortunately preclude 
expenditure from Exchequer funds on works 
of embellishment.’ Mr, Walker-Smith added 
that there were in many cases non-Exchequer 
funds which could properly be used for this 
purpose, 


Weather Protection Devices 


Mr. Russet: asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works, as repre- 
senting the Lord President of the Council 
on March 17, whether the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research had yet 
investigated the use of a polythene tent to 
cover a house-building site in Sussex, thereby 
saving over 200 man-hours which would 
otherwise have been lost in wet weather. 

Mr. HaRMAR NICHOLLS: ‘The Building 
Research Station of the DSIR has studied 
various methods of covering building work 
under construction and is aware that it is 
possible to do so both effectively and 
economically. We hope this question will 
draw attention to this facility so that builders 
can use their own discretion as to its use. 
It is, of course, a matter for individual 
builders, in the light of local conditions, to 
decide what use to make of the knowledge 
available.’ 


Slum Clearance Figures 

Mr, MacCo it asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on March 17 
what further proposals for slum clearance he 
had received from local authorities. 

Mr. BROOKE wrote in reply: ‘ Thirty-two 
local authorities who did not submit pro- 
posals, in time, have since done so, while 
other authorities have subsequently revised 
their estimates. The total number of unfit 
houses proposed for clearance during the first 
five years has worked out at 395,238, com- 
pared with the original published figure of 
375,484. 

In reply to a further question Mr. Brooke 
wrote: ‘During the three years from 
January 1, 1956, to December 31, 1958, I 
gave approval to payment of the slum clear- 
ance subsidy in the case of 158,000 houses, 
but often rehousing takes place before claim 
for subsidy.’ 


Torquay Reservoir Scheme 

Tue Torquay Corporation (Water) Bill was 
read a second time on March 17. It includes 
a scheme for raising the Fernworthy Dam 
on Dartmoor by 20 feet to increase the 
capacity of the reservoir there and to divert 
the head waters of two little rivers to pro- 
vide the extra water. The total cost will be 
about £560,000, 





INQUIRY BUREAU 


Frontage Charges 


Q.—A road to serve about six new houses 
has been constructed adjacent, for a distance 
of about 175 ft., to one of the boundaries 
to my property. The development so far 
consists of the road foundation and kerbing. 
I understand that upon completion of the 
development of the houses and when the 
road and footpath had been tarmacadamed 
to the satisfaction of the Highway Authority, 
the road will be adopted by them since it 
is in a rural area. It has been suggested that 
I shall have to pay, as a frontager, my pro- 
portion of the cost of the frontage. 

In view of the fact that I have had nothing 
to do with the construction of the road and 
I do not want it, can you please answer the 
following points :— 


Can I be made to pay any contribution 
towards the cost of the road? The construc- 
tion so far for foundation and kerbing repre- 
sents about two-thirds of the total cost. if 
I have to pay anything, would it be based 
upon the total cost including surfacing or 
would it be based only on the cost of sur- 
facing the road? 

Who would notify me of any charge; 
would it be the builder or developer or 
the Highway Authority? What would be my 
position if I refused to pay? 

If the developer decides to make the road 
up to the Highway Authority's standards so 
that they will adopt it to provide better 
amenities for his properties and to assist sell- 
ing, could he claim any payment from me, 
merely because my property happens to have 
a frontage to his road? 

Curious. 


A.—Under the Private Street Works Act, 
1892, the highway authority have power to 
make up a private street at the expense of 
frontages. The authority must first pass a 
resolution to carry out the necessary works 
which may include sewering and lighting as 
well as surfacing. Notice of this resolution 
together with a provisional apportionment 
of the estimated cost must then be served on 
each frontager. 

The authority may give some allowance 
for the value of work already done by 
frontagers. The frontagers have certain 
rights of objection, but in my opinion a 
frontager cannot object on the ground that 
he does not want the road made up. Making 
up the road is generally considered an advan- 
tage to the frontagers and usually enhances 
the value of their properties. 

It would appear from the facts before me 
that the highway authority have not yet 
passed a resolution or served notices under 
the 1892 Act. It may be that the developer 
has entered into an agreement with the local 
authority under section 146 of the Public 
Health Act, 1875, under which the authority 
agree to take over the street on its being 
completed to their satisfaction by the deve- 
loper. In that case, the work must be done 
at the expense of the developer who can 
only recover the cost from the frontagers 
if he has some agreement with them to that 
effect, e.g., in the conveyance of the houses. 

1 would suggest that the correspondent 
write to the Clerk to the County Council 
asking whether there is any agreement under 
section 146 of the 1875 Act. and, if not, 


whether it is the intention of the Council to 
apply the 1892 Act. 

With regard to the final question—in the 
absence of expressed agreement the answer 
is ‘no.’

Reducing Noise 


Q.—I think your answers to this question 
(The Builder of February 20) are incorrect 
and would mislead the questioner into con- 
siderable expenditure of time and money to 
little effect. Sound transmission of air- 
borne sound through a wall is inversely pro- 
portional to its mass, and the addition of 
acoustic tiles will have no significant effect. 
Similarly, the addition of loose fill to the 
floors will have little effect, and only heavy 
pugging would be suitable. 

The only use for acoustic tiles in this case 
would be to reduce the sound level at source 
(e.g. if used in the living room of the adjoin- 
ing house the noise of the wireless would be 
reduced) but this is hardly a practicable solu- 
tion, Thus: 


(i) There is no solution to transmitted 
noise except by structural isolation, vir- 
tually impossibie in existing property; 

(ii) the transmission of airborne sound can 
be reduced by increasing the mass, e.g. 
by an additional thickness of brick; 

(iii) airborne or transmitted sound may be 
reduced at source by carpeting and 
absorbent materials.

A.—Our technical correspondent replies: 
I would agree that a more satisfactory and 
effective method of reducing noise from 
adjoining property would be to treat it at 
source, or better still make provision for iso- 
lation at the building stage. These, as is 
quite rightly stated, are impossible and there- 
fore some attempt must be made to treat 
the problem with the conditions as they 
exist. 

I cannot agree that a wall lined with acous- 
tic tiles would not help to reduce the noise 
from the adjoining properties, or that a loose 
fill would not reduce noise from rooms 
above. The suggestion of using these plastic 
tiles was made because of a particular 
example that I had in mind and because of 
its comparatively simple execution. The 
example in mind was a large hall in a public 
building bounded on two sides by heavily 
used wooden stairs. The inside walls of the 
hall were lined with acoustic tiles to improve 
acoustic properties. The results were that 
not only was the acoustic properties of the 
hall improved but the noise from the stair- 
cases was almost entirely eliminated. 

As to the loose fill for the upper floors, 
again I would agree that if it were practic- 
able to take up all the floor boards, lay 
across the tops of the joists a quilt such as 
Cabot quilt, a more satisfactory result would 
be achieved. This being impracticable, a 
loose fill is an alternative that would pro- 
duce a degree of soundproofing worthy of 
the expense and trouble. H. O. D. 


Anti-Condensation Paint 


Q.—We suffer from condensation on 
changes in atmosphere, and have been told 
the only solution will be to paint with a 
spectal paint. Before spending any more 
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money 
opinion. 

I need hardly add that we do not have 
cavity walls. The house was built in 1936.

A.—The problem of condensation is one 
that can have many causes and, as no speci- 
fic position in the house is given where 
condensation occurs, perhaps it might be as 
well to consider the problem as a whole. 

Condensation occurs when the amount of 
moisture the air can carry is relative to the 
temperature of the air. If the moisture-laden 
air is cooled beyond a certain point it will 
become unable to retain all the moisture and 
a certain amount will be precipitated in the 
form of water, or condensation. 

To describe the amount of moisture con- 
tained in the atmosphere it is usual to express 
it as ‘relative humidity,’ this being the pro- 
portion of moisture actually contained in 
the air at a given temperature. If this air 
is cooled it will reach a temperature at which 
the amount of moisture it contains will 
become saturated, and at this temperature, it 
is known as ‘ dew point’ of the temperature. 
When warm humid air in a building comes 
in contact with a surface having a tempera- 
ture that is below dew-point of the air, then 
condensation must occur, 

The prevention of condensation in a build- 
ing can be overcome by making sure that the 
enclosed surfaces (walls and ceilings) are at 
a temperature above the dew-point of the air 
within the building or by removing some of 
the moisture content from the air. 

The question of cavity walls is not so much 
the problem as the internal cladding of the 
house. If the plastering is a cement and 
sand floating or backing coat and the finish- 
ing coat a hard-wall plaster it is quite pos- 
sible that this may be the cause, as the hard 
surface will tend to give a cold surface on 
which the temperature changes but very little 
and when warm air comes in contact con- 
densation occurs. Under these conditions 
condensation will occur at the slightest 
change of outside temperature unless a regu- 
lar temperature is maintained throughout the 
house. 

If condensation is confined to a room such 
as a kitchen, where the atmosphere varies, 
due to steam or heating from cookers, this 
can be reduced considerably by increasing 
the velocity of the air passing over the sur- 
face of walls and ceiling. An extract fan 
which can be fitted to walls or windows will 
remedy condensation, but advice should be 
taken as it may be possible that air vents 
may need enlarging or their position altered. 

If the condensation is general the use of 
special paints, to a point, may be useful. 
Generally, it will be found that a heavy wall 
paper will greatly reduce condensation, as 
the heavy paper will act as an insulator and 
keep air away from the cold surface and 
also absorb much of the moisture. Anti- 
condensation paint gives a matt flat surface 
and is easier to clean than the granulated 
surface of most paints of this type.

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DIRECT LABOUR 
‘Information on Costs Withheld’ 


IRMINGHAM Association of Building 

Trade Employers is consulting its 
national headquarters on ways of discover- 
ing the full cost of direct labour building by 
the Birmingham Corporation, Mr. B. W. 
SaPcorte, retiring president, disclosed at the 
association’s annual meeting on March 17. 

He said the most disturbing feature of 
the current scene was the decision of the 
City’s Direct Labour Building Department to 
spend £107,000 of the ratepayers’ money on 
a new depot and then greatly to extend its 
activities. At the same time a veil of secrecy 
was being maintained over its past trading 
results. 

‘Vital information on the financial results 
of contracts completed is deliberately with- 
held from the city council, and the day of 
reckoning is delayed indefinitely by the sim- 
ple expedient of failing to finalise any of 
the relevant accounts,’ he said. 

The day of reckoning would arrive, he 
suggested, as it had for Swansea Central 
Works Department which, though building 
without any thought of profit, was now 
unable to come within £10,000 of a tender 
put forward by private builders. 


‘The position at Swansea only confirms 
what we have felt all the time, that building 
by direct labour is bound to be an expen- 
sive business, because a vested organisation 
cannot be cost conscious, and there is never 
any spur to make the work profitable. We 
very much suspect that the same position 
will obtain in the Birmingham Department 
as at Swansea. 

‘We consider it vital to the good of the 
building industry and to the interests of the 
ratepayers that full trading results of the 
Direct Labour Building Department should 
be made available to the city council, and 
it is the intention of the association's coun- 
cil to seek means of discovering this informa- 
tion. 

‘We are under no delusions as to the 
difficulty of eliciting information denied to 
city councillors. You may rest assured that 
we shall pursue most energetically our twin 
aims of protecting our members against 
unfair trading and the ratepayers against 
possible misuse through inefficiency of public 
funds,’ Mr. Sapcote said. 

Turning to the trade generally, he said 
that during most of last year there had been 
a reduction in the volume of work resulting 
from a national policy of disinflation. That 
had led to intense competition and often 
work had been taken on at an uneconomic 
price. 

Indications were that the industry had 
now turned the corner, but how soon prices 
and profit margins returned to normal was 
up to the builders themselves. ‘I should 
like to sound a note of warning here against 
pricing ourselves out of business,’ he said. 

Mr. Sapcote appealed to members to 
increase the number of new apprentices, 
whose registrations were considerably 
reduced as a result of the credit squeeze.

‘No Short Cut’ says NFBTE 
President 


Mr. T. V. Prosser, President of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, at the annual general meeting 
of the Midland Federation of Building Trade 
Employers held at the Midland Hotel, 
Birmingham, on February 25, stated that the 
direct labour operations of local authorities 
were no short cut to cheaper building. 


‘It has been clearly established,’ he went 
on, ‘ that the value of the net annual output 
of operatives employed for instance by 
Government Departments (one form of direct 
labour) is only £485, whereas that of opera- 
tives employed by contracting firms is £654. 

‘It is often argued that direct labour cuts 
out the overheads and profits of the private 
contractor; but overheads and profits are 
merely the means by which the private con- 
tractor pays the salaries of his executives 
and of himself and finances his business; 
a direct labour department has to, or should, 
make similar provision for such costs when 
estimating for new contracts. 

* The estimating for, and financing of, any 
kind of building operation today is a risky 
bu-iness and I am convinced that local 
authorities are not organised, either finan- 
cially or administratively, to shoulder those 
risks. That this is so may be gathered from 
the fact that, while private contractors have 
to give firm prices, direct labour departments 
cannot; because of this the lecal authorities 
concerned have been unable to follow the 
Minister’s advice to seek firm prices in order 
to bring building costs down, 


* Ratepayers and the general public should 
demand that a direct labour department 
always tenders in competition with private 
contractors, at the same time and under 
identical conditions, and only obtain the 
contract if its tender is the lowest. To safe- 
guard the public interest fully what is then 
required is an independent audit of the 
results of contracts so obtained.’ 


Contract Award ‘A Farce, says 


Builder 


THE AWARD of a £1,216,726 contract to 
the Birmingham Corporation’s Direct Labour 
Building Department, to complete Gosta 
Green College of Advanced Technology was, 
on March 17, described by Alderman P. W. 
Cox, a builder, as ‘a farce.’ 


ALDERMAN Cox, whose firm has built 
many of the schools in Birmingham, said: 
‘This is not competition. The whole thing 
has become a farce.’ A private firm had to 
abide by its tender, but this did not apply 
to the Direct Labour Building Department. 
If the work at Gosta Green cost £1,300,000 
the Education Committee would have to foot 
the bill. 


It cost up to £300 to prepare tenders for 
a job of this magnitude, he said, and if, in 
future, it became known that the Direct 
Labour Building Department had been asked 
to submit a tender, he was convinced that 
private builders would not bother to com- 
pete. ‘I shall not let my firm waste time in 
this way,’ he added. 
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GUILDFORD’S PROPOSED NEW 


LIBRARY 
Architect Answers Critics of its 
Design 

plus~ criticism of the design of the 

proposed new public library at Guild- 
ford to be built in North-street at the rear 
of 25 High-street, has been answered by Mr. 
Graeme Highet, FRIBA, a partner of Messrs. 
Highet and Phillips, the architects appointed 
to prepare drawings for the work. 

Complaints have been made that the build- 
ing did not reflect contemporary techniques 
and aesthetics, mixed architectural styles 
and dwarfed adjoining buildings. A group 
of students of the Royal College of Art have 
threatened to campaign against it. 

In a statement, Mr. Highet says: ‘We 
have tried to solve the problems of a big 
public building on a narrow, sloping site 
with simplicity. We have everything to do 
still in the way of detail, but the exterior as 
indicated in the drawing arises from the 
plan.” 

Mr. Highet adds that it was not good archi- 
tecture to design a building from the surface 
inwards, and it was more important to pro- 
duce a good building than to pursue a ‘ con- 
temporary idiom,’ which might merely be a 
fashionable gimmick. The criticisms were 
only skin deep. ‘We had very definite 
reasons for not going for curtain walling. 
It is suitable for some buildings, but not for 
this. There was the problem of external 
noise (a library abutting on to a street 
market) and the sound transmission factor. 
The Library Committee did not want a 
“ goldfish tank” (as the librarian called it) 
because some wall display space is useful. 
The windows, therefore, are a question of 
proportion of voids and solids,’ he added. 

“We have used traditional building 
material, brick, because brick is also being 
used in the Upper High-street rebuilding. 
We are aiming to produce a building of 
character, which serves its purpose effec- 
tively, and have designed it honestly and 
with conviction.’ 

Mr. Highet declares there was no question 
of a ‘ mullioned window,’ nor did the draw- 
ing suggest there was. The cornice was both 
a protective and decorative feature, and the 
design of the ‘legs’ to the main building, 
which sailed out over the street, was a 
question to be discussed in the light of the 
consulting engineers’ report. From the start 
some detailed features had been tentative. 

The old Abbot's School was the 
permanent architectural feature beside 
which the new library would have to stand, 
and future development in the North-street 
would probably be on a similar scale. 

Commenting on criticism by students of 
the Royal College of Art, Mr. Highet points 
out that, like ‘ action painters’. and similar 
youthful extremists, architectural students 
tended sometimes to be vociferous about 
enthusiasms which were purely ephemeral 
fashions.

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BUILDING BOARD 
Drop in Imports 
Federation President Speaks of 
Weakening Demand 

PEAKING at the annual dinner of the 

Imported Fibre Building Board Federa- 
tion held on March 17 at Grosvenor House, 
Park-lane, W1, Mr. E. P. LAwReENcE, chair- 
man, said that, compared with 1957, in 1958 
hardboard imports dropped from 4884 mil- 
lion ft. and insulating board from 65 to 46 
million sq. ft. 

“It might be thought that this reduction 
is not significant but set against the regular 
increases over the past five years, it gives us 
food for thought,’ he continued. ‘I realise 
that during the greater part of last year we 
were working in a market depressed by the 
action of the Government against inflation. 
Unfortunately, coinciding with a weakening 
of demand here the mills were faced with a 
certain difficulty in other markets, At the 
same time more board was coming into pro- 
duction so that we had a repetition of the 
old story of more goods chasing fewer orders. 

*The natural result was a lowering of 
prices but, as you have seen from the figures 
I quoted, lower prices did not mean more 
business—it just meant writing down of 
stocks and lower margins of profit. I wonder 
how much this reduction in demand was due 
to an unstable market or how much was due 
to economic factors. 


An Unexpected Result 


* However,” he went on, ‘this state of 
affairs produced one unexpected result. It 
brought together all the manufacturers in 
Europe in an effort to introduce some order 
and stability into the whole European market 
which, of course, includes this country. It 
might seem from an examination of the 
agreement that there are many loose ends 
to be tied—that is, of course, true but I am 
sure that the principles upon which it has 
been based are sound. There is adequate 
flexibility to take care of the diverse products 
made and the different methods of marketing, 
and the limitations imposed are simple and 
1 suggest necessary. There is no doubt that 
a lot is left to the integrity and honesty of 
purpose of the manufacturers, their repre- 
sentatives here and the importers. Is it too 
much to hope that, having been going down 
the slippery slopes for so long, everyone will 
make a real effort to climb out of that 
“slough of despond” to achieve not the 
heights of excessive profits but a plane of 
reasonable trading with genuine competition 
keeping people on their toes and providing 
an atmosphere where representatives have to 
go out and sell their goods ? 

‘I am sure that the industry had nearly 
got to the position where the only alterna- 
tives were discussion and co-operation or the 
carrying out of the doctrine of “ the survival 
of the fittest” to its jungle finality. Com- 
petition is-essential but surely there are many 
other forms of competition than the sense- 
less cutting of prices. 

* These matters affecting our actual trading 
are Of vital interest to us all but there is 
something else which has occurred in the 
past year which is likewise important and 
that is the interest shown in the Federation 
by the Registrar of Restrictive Practices. 
This Federation has never followed any 
practices which one could call really restric- 





tive and the recommendations it has made 
have been of a very mild and innocuous 
nature—even so, as you have been advised, 
our recommendations have been withdrawn 
and some slight alterations to the Constitu- 
tion are envisaged.’

GUILD OF SURVEYORS 


Sir Albert Richardson Inveighs 
Against Modern Architecture 


hapa year’s dinner and dance provided an 
excellent opportunity for the President 
of the Guild of Surveyors, PRoFESSOoR SiR 
Avpert E. RicHarpson, KCVO, PPRA, 
FRIBA, to fire a few guided missiles in the 
general direction of modern architecture. 

Speaking at the Waldorf Hotel on March 
20, in reply to the toast of “ The Guild,’ pro- 
posed by Mr. Maurice Lambert, RA, Sir 
Albert reached the horrors of today by way 
of a rapid historical discourse on surveying. 
This touched briefly on such surveyors of 
the past as Plutarch, Chaucer and Wren, 
paused to praise the architectural style of 
the Waldorf (Paris Exhibition—1900) and 
finished with a number of carefully aimed 
rockets at blocks of flats (* Hideous 
mechanical breeding boxes "—* Maggotries ’), 
modern churches (‘travesties of cinemas -— 
‘The spirit was willing but the fléche was 
weak’), American architecture (‘ Skeleton 
buildings clad with vitreous indifference’), 
and the dress sense of the architects them- 
selves (‘Youths in duffle coats and tight 
trousers *). The President then complimented 
the LCC on its architecture of 50 years ago, 
but today’s work from the same source did 
not meet with his approval, nor did the 
colours of the lamp posts in the City of 
Westminster. He thought that the national 
taste should be improved. This could be 
helped, he suggested, by sending the tight- 
trousered youths back to school (no name 
‘was mentioned) where they could study the 
masters of the past. 

Sir Albert’s admiration of the Waldorf’s 
architecture could hardly have extended to 
its acoustics as both he and the proposer of 
the toast had to compete with a nowerful 
soprano performing in the adjaceat room 
and the next speaker, Mr. ANTHONY J. 
HAYes proposing ‘ The Ladies and Guests,’ 
spoke to the background of an equally 
strong-lunged tenor. This toast was replied 
to by the MAYOR OF WESTMINSTER.

Government Help in Areas of 
Unemployment 


Mr. HENRY Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, is prepared to con- 
sider making a grant towards the cost of 
water and sewerage services needed for a 
substantial new industrial development in 
those parts of the development areas where 
there is high unemployment. The local 
authority must be able to show that it can- 
not reasonably meet the full cost of these 
services from its own resources. 

The Minister is also prepared to consider 
applications from local authorities in the 
same areas for help towards improving the 
standard of their water and sewerage ser- 
vices. 

The grants would be paid under the 
powers of the Distribution of Industry Act, 
1945. Grants under this Act for water and 
sewerage schemes in development areas 
were stopped in 1952 as an economy 
measure, although subsequently it was stated 
that consideration would be given to helping 
schemes required on grounds of exceptional 
industrial urgency. 

A circular from the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government detailing the new 
arrangements also refers to the recent 
announcement that the Board of Trade are 
now prepared to consider making grants 
under the Distribution of Industry Act of 
up to 75 per cent of the approved cost of 
reclaiming derelict land in development 
areas, provided that the work is to be com- 
pleted by March 31, 1960. 


‘SMOKE IS YOUR ENEMY’ 


Leaflet to Householders in 
Smoke Control Areas 


A LEAFLET, ‘Smoke is Your Enemy,’ has 
been prepared to answer the questions of 
householders in projected smoke control 
areas. It tells them about the menace of 
smoke and the part they can play in control- 
ling it. Local authorities in England and 
Wales who are proposing to make smoke 
control areas will distribute the leaflet, which 
has been prepared by the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government and the Central 
Office of Information. 

‘Smoke is Your Enemy’ describes very 
simply the harm caused by smoke in creating 
ill-health, dirt and waste, and explains how 
domestic smoke, which causes half the 
trouble, can be brought under control in 
densely populated areas. 

The leaflet also explains the procedure for 
creating a smoke control area, and gives 
information about the type of fuel which 
may be used and the grants which are paid 
towards the cost of adapting fireplaces to 
burn smokelessly. 

More than 130 local authorities in England 
and Wales have decided to use these powers 
under the Clear Air Act to make orders 
creating smoke control areas. Seventy-five 
orders have been confirmed, of which 33 are 
in operation. Proposals for a further 170 
areas are in the preliminary stages. Mr. 
Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, recently sent a circular 
to local authorities calling for faster progress 
in making smoke control areas.

NEW BRACKNELL 
LABORATORIES 


Heating and Ventilating Research 
Council Report 


THE ANNUAL Report for 1958 of the 
Heating and Ventilating Research Council 
gives details of the new laboratories to be 
built at Old Bracknell-lane in the SW of 
Bracknell New Town. Plans include a two- 
storey office block with an open laboratory 
area at the rear, It is expected that the new 
laboratory will be opened at the end of 
1959. 

On the research side the report states that 
work on intermittent heating had been con- 
tinued throughout a second heating season 
until the summer of 1958. Considerable 
effort had been made to complete the analy- 
sis of the data and a second report on the 
investigation was issued. A complete study 
of this subject would require similar investi- 
gations in other types of building and with 
different forms of heating surface. 

On chimney design it is reported that 
several important factors are at present 
ignored, such as the risk of condensation. 
Literature on the subject is being studied and 
members’ experience collated in the hope 
that a more rational design procedure can 
be developed. 

Inquiries among members had shown an 
interest in the problems of site organisation 
and methods, and several promises of assis- 
tance had been received. A programme of 
work is being drawn up, which will, it is 
expected, disclose the most profitable points 
of attack. The report adds: ‘ Success in this 
field will require close collaboration with, 
and much direct assistance from, member 
firms in making information available. In 
other fields, studies of this kind have been 
able to lead to substantial economies, and a 
similar result is hoped for in relation to 
heating and ventilating work.’ 


SKILLED EMPLOYMENT IN 
BUILDING 


Opportunities for School Leavers 


Mr. T. V. Prosser, National president, 
speaking at the annual general meeting of the 
Nottingham Association of Building Trades 
Employers, at Nottingham, on March 18, 
said: ‘The school-leaving bulge means an 
increase of up to 50 per cent in the number 
of young people looking for work. The 
nation cannot afford to have these youngsters 
unemployed, nor can it afford to let all of 
them drift into unskilled, dead-end jobs 
without training of any kind. 

‘Employers must look to the future on 
this issue and give as many youngsters as 
possible the opportunity to fit themselves for 
skilled employment, So far as building is 
concerned there is no doubt whatever that 
it is vital to our future craft strength that 
we should recruit and train more appren- 
tices now. 

‘We must take on and train now not only 
more apprentices than we have been engag- 
ing in the last few years, but also more than 
we require to meet immediately foreseeable 
requirements. If we fail to attract a good 
share of these youngsters we shall, I am 
sure, regret it in years to come.’

Liverpool Corn Exchange

Advisory Committee Report 

* The country’s present system of commer- 
cial education is urgently in need of over- 
haul. A great national effort is being made 
to educate and train scientists and techno- 
logists. A similar effort is needed in educa- 
tion and training for commerce.’ This is the 
keynote of a unanimous Report by the Advi- 
sory Committee on Further Education for 
Commerce published on March 19 by 
HMSO, price 2s. 6d. In a foreword the 
Right Hon. Geoffrey Lloyd, Minister of 
Education, says that he is reviewing the 
report, which he regards as important and 
constructive, and hopes to announce the 
Government's decisions shortly. 


Soil Mechanics Course 

A short course in Soil Mechanics is to be 
held at the Wolverhampton and Staffordshire 
College of Technology, Wulfruna-street, 
Wolverhampton, beginning Friday, April 17 
next. The course wiil consist of nine weekly 
lectures on Friday evenings at 7 p.m., and 
will deal with the problems of site investiga- 
tion and the application of site tests and 
laboratory tests to the design of foundations. 
The lecturers will be practising engineers, 
experienced in the design field. The Course 
fee is £1 10s, Further particulars, with enrol- 
ment form, may be had on application to 
the Principal of the College at the above 
address. 


New List of Plant and Machinery 

A new list of all types of machinery and 
plant which a committee on rating considers 
should be liable to local rates on the princi- 
ples established by the Rating and Valuation 
Act, 1925, has been published. The list 
revises and brings up to date im the light 
of modern developments the existing list, now 
30 years old. If approved, the new list will 
come into operation on April 1. The list is 
contained in the Report of the Committee 
on the Rating of Plant and Machinery, 
HMSO, price 2s. 6d., which was appointed 
by Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government to review the exist- 
ing list as expressed in the Plant and 
Machinery (Valuation for Rating) Order, 
1927. 


Inquiry into ‘ Pseudo-smallholdings’ 

* Pseudo-smaliholdings’ were the subject 
of a warning by Mr. B. Meldrum, Clerk to 
Doncaster Rural Council at a Ministry of 
Housing planning inquiry at Doncaster on 


January 21. He said: * There are a number 
of instances in which applications have been 
granted to people who intended their plots 
to be smallholdings and have just used them 
as a house in the country.” He stated that 
there were three examples of these ‘ pseudo- 
smallholdings’ near Doncaster. At the close 
of the hearing, Mr. W. A. Fennell, the Minis- 
try inspector, said he would visit not only 


the site in question, but the three ‘ pseudo- 
smallholding’ sites as well, and the Minis- 
ter’s decision would be announced later. 


Testing of Fuel Appliances 

The National Coal Board and the Gas 
Council have accepted an invitation from 
the Minister of Power to take over from 
the Ministry the responsibility for testing 
domestic solid fuel grates and stoves, and 
a Domestic Solid Fuel Appliances Approval 
Council is being set up comprising represen- 
tatives of the National Coal Board, the Gas 
Council, the British Coking Industry Asso- 
ciation, the British Ironfounders’ Associa- 
tion and the Ministry of Power. An 
announcement giving details of the arrange- 
ments made by the Council and the address 
to which manufacturers should apply for 
appliances to be tested will be made in the 
near future. For the time being, testing pro- 
cedure will conform broadly to existing 
arrangements. 


Building Scholarships 

The Southern Counties Building Educa- 
tion Trust is offering scholarships to school- 
leavers, to enable the successful candidates 
to take a full-time Degree in Building Tech- 
nology at a University, or a Building 
Diploma Course at a Technical College. 

Entries must be submitted by May 31. 
Candidates must be at least sixteen years 
of age on April 1, and must hold or obtain 
this summer five GCE passes at ordinary 
level. A written examination may be held 
in English literature and general knowledge; 
mathematics; chemistry and physics; and 
all candidates will be interviewed by the 
Board of Administration. Three scholar- 
ships can be awarded this year, and can 
range in value up to £200 per annum for two 
or three year courses, Particulars and con- 
ditions of entry ate obtainable from the 
Secretary, Sterling Buildings, Carfax, Hor- 
sham, Sussex. 


City and Guilds Courses 


The City and Guilds of London _Insti- 
tute have prepared a new scheme of courses 
and examinations in Roof Slating, Tiling and 
Cement Work designed to meet the needs of 
English and Scottish craft apprentices and 
journeymen employed in the slating and til- 
ing industry. The scheme comprises a basic 
craft course covering three years of part-time 
study, and an advanced craft course of two 
years duration for the more able and ambi- 
tious student who wishes to extend his know- 
ledge beyond the basic stage. A full tech- 
nological certificate will also be offered to 
students holding an advanced craft course 
certificate who comply with the conditions 
laid down for the award. The new scheme 
will come into force in the technical colleges 
for the 1959/60 session, if not already 
adopted. The first craft course examination 
will be offered in 1959 and the first advanced 
craft course examination in 1960. Particulars 
of the scheme may be obtained in pamphlet 
form from the Institute at 76 Portland-place, 
London, W1, price 9d. post free.

REDDITCH URBAN COUNCIL’s planning 
committee decided at its meeting on March 
9 that an Alvechurch building firm should be 
instructed to reconstruct a half-completed 
house which does not conform with plans 
approved by the local authority. The com- 


‘mittee formally resolved to censure the firm, 


which has built one house, now occupied, 
and another now at roof level, plans of 
which do not conform to the original 
plans. 

It was stated that representatives of the 
building firm had met the committee to 
apologise for the alterations, saying that 
there was no intention ‘ deliberately to flout’ 
the council and that alterations made had 
been at the request of the customers. CLLR. 
J. H. Taytor, council chairman, said, ‘ What 
is the good of submitting plans, having them 
passed and then altering them? I think it is 
very serious.’ The committee decided against 
requiring reconstruction of the other house. 


CERTIFIED CARPENTERS 


Increase in IBICC Membership 


IN THE annual report of the Incorporated 
British Institute of Certified Carpenters, to 
be presented at the general meeting of the 
Institute on April 4, reference is made to the 
fact that there has been an increase in the 
membership of the Institute, the total 
number of members now being 2,206—an 
increase of 56 in the current year. 

In collaboration with the City and Guilds 
of London Institute, it is reported, the oppor- 
tunity had been taken to bring up to date 
the records of members of the IBICC who 
act as local examiners for that body. Out of 
a total of 380 examiners in carpentry and 
joinery the Institute provides 350. 

The Institute’s Working Scholarships in 
France, made possible by an exchange 
scheme operated with the craft guilds of that 
country—the Companions of Duty—are 
reported as being very successful. The 
scheme is now in its second year.

REINFORCED CONCRETE IN ARCHITECTURE. 
By Aly Ahmed Raafat. (London, 1958, 
Chapman & Hall.) Price 120s. 

HIS is for all who build in concrete, 

whether architect, engineer or contractor; 
indeed it should interest all concerned with 
building. Tracing the history of structural 
concrete to the present day and illustrating 
it with a wonderful collection of photo- 
graphs the book should excite the imagina- 
tion of designer and constructor with the 
possibilities of the material. True, many of 
the photographs have been seen previously 
in technical journals, but the collection of 
sO many in one volume is, without exaggera- 
tion, a notable event. 

The value of the book is increased by the 
text which attempts to correlate the approach 
of the architect to design with that of the 
engineer. The significant difference between 
concrete and other structural materials is 
that by its nature it creates a continuous 
structure and one that is continuous in two 
dimensions. 

Other materials must be used in variants 
of post and lintol; concrete may be thus 
used but that is not a measure of its pos- 
sibilities. Its advantage lies in the way in 
which it may be easily shaped to the form 
most suitable to resist the amount and direc- 
tion of stress: hence the mushroom floor and 
the doubly-curved shell. This is admirably 
demonstrated by Mr. Raafat illustrating the 
principle by word and sketch, and the result 
of applying the principle by photographs of 
some outstanding structures, 

It is not unexpected that one should find 
a few errors of a minor nature that could 
well be corrected in a later edition. The 
reference to Turner’s original specification 
for flat slabs may be accurate but it is not 
accurate in relation to present-day American 
practice as any recent regulations show. 
Occasionally Mr. Raafat chooses to write 
in a manner that cannot be described as 
concise or clear: one sentence over which 
the reviewer paused for some time is 
‘ Surface-resistant structures, being space 
enclosures, create closed volumes in case 
their continuity is, reserved.” But these are 
small matters in a book which should be 
read by all architects and structural 
engineers.

PROBLEMS OF THE ECONOMICS OF ARCHITEC- 
TURAL PLANNING. By Michal Kaczorow- 
ski: Warsaw, * Arkady, 1958. 

HIS work is concerned with funda- 

mental economic problems of architec 
tural planning, with special reference to 
housing. After dealing with basic concepts 
in the field of building (e.g. the conception 
of building, economics of building, economic 
and cultural content of building, . specific 
features of building production, organisation 
of building), the author goes on to treat the 
problems of technical progress in building, 
economics of programming and planning, 
and methods of assessing the economic 
effectiveness of projects. Particular attention 
is paid to the problem of applying methods

of economic 
plans. 

The book is based on Polish researches 
(in particular on work conducted at the 
Institute of Housing in Warsaw—of which 
the author is Director) and draws on a wide 
range of foreign sources. It represents the 


accounting in evaluation of 


first attempt in Polish technical literature to 
deal with basic economic problems in the 
field of architectural planning. 


Mastic ASPHALTE AND ITS APPLICATION, 
Issued by the Natural Asphalte Mine 
Owners and Manufacturers Council, 94-98 
Petty France, London, SWI. Free of 
charge. 

HIS book, which is of a size to fit handily 

into the pocket, is intended as an aide 
memoire for clerks of works, site agents, 
general foremen and others interested in 
actual building and constructional works. 

It covers the composition of mastic 
asphalte, sampling and testing thereof, types 
of asphalt and their use in basement tank- 
ings, for roofing and flooring dealing with 
such matters as melting, application to 
various types of surfaces, methods of laying, 
design and number of coats, etc., protection 
from mechanical and chemical damage, and 
the defects that can arise in asphalt laid on 
improperly prepared surfaces. 

Particular reference is also made to the 
very pertinent and difficult problem of en- 
trapped moisture in roofing screeds and 
slabs, on which asphalt is laid, and a 
suggested remedy is shown in the book. 

No diagrams or drawings apart from the 
suggested method of dealing with entrapped 
moisture, are included, and for this reason 
the usefulness of the book is limited to those 
with some knowledge of the material.

guidance of architects and others designing 
and detailing buildings. 

HitcH SCHOOLS Topay AND TOMORROW. By

N this book, which is compiled by two 

American planners, the authors have 
worked hand in hand to formulate a new 
solution to the problem that has been 
plaguing America since the end of the war:

The illustrations consist of plans and 
drawing. There are no photographs (a 
strange thing in a book dealing with archi- 
tecture); this is because there are no schools 
now in existence to incorporate these new 
ideas. The educational and architectural 
theories presented here take full account of 
the individuals involved—teachers, students 

-and of the nature of the learning activity.

HIS book, in the publishers’ architec- 
tural and building series, explains in 
simple, practical terms the fundamentals of 
quantities and estimating for carpentry, 
joinery and ironmongery, beginning right at

the beginning. The principles set out in these 
pages may be said to provide a key to the 
sound commercial practice of these trades. 
The book is, therefore, of value to building 
craftsmen who wish to set up in business 
on their own account. 

Part | of the book reproduces the basic 
principles which are common to all trades. 
Part Il sets out special points particular to 
the trades which give the book its sub-title, 
Here specimen bills of quantities and work- 
ing sheets are illustrated so that the reader 
can see the subject in actual practice. The 
book also contains a foreword by Mr. T.

THE WoopworKING MaAcuINist. — Editor,

HE editor of these two volumes has 

dealt with the handling and conversion 

of logs, with many illustrations of the types 
of conversion machines, mill layouts and 
method of computing hourly running costs 
The chapter dealing with types of saws, saw- 
tooth shape, swaging and spring setting, 
tensioning and general maintenance of both 
circular and bandsaw has many examples 
and illustrations. Many methods of machine 
set-ups for various operations in the pro 
duction of wooden parts are well described 
and illustrated together with types of cutters 
used and their maintenance. The prepara 
tion of quantity sheets and costing of 
material has been well explained and illus- 
trated. Timber kilning, drying, stacking and 
wood-waste collection and uses has been 
given much attention together with useful 
data. 

These two volumes contain numerous 
photographs of the various machines and 
still more numerous sketches of various parts 
and operations; whilst the latter assists the 
reader a great deal, it is a pity drawing trade 
practice has not been adhered to in some 
instances. One drawing illustrates the 
tenons used on the bottom end of a stair 
string being used on the top end; in practice 
this would lead to complications, Dealing 
with such a wide field of the trade, these 
two volumes should be of great assistance 
to students and those wishing to further 
their knowledge of the woodworking 
industry.

EVERYDAY THINGS

LXXII1.—Draughts 


HE architect is always accused of 
building to create draughts, by 
which I mean, of course, cold air coming 
into a room where you don’t want it. 
Draughts, like smoky chimneys, make 
disappointed clients and can lose your 
best friends. 

‘There is a draught coming in at this 
window,’ says your lady client anxiously, 
as she stands with a delicate hand poised 
to feel the slight current of air coming in 
through nick or crevice. You really feel 
like sealing all the windows to have done 
with it, but if you do, you will only find 
the delicate hand transferred to the bot- 
tom of the door where sure enough 
another current of air can be felt by the 
sensitive. 

The Victorians had their roly-poly or 
sausage which they put at the bottom of 
the door and along the window ledges 
and that was that, but the method, though 
effective, may be considered primitive for

the days we live in. Suppose we get doors 
and windows both hermetically sealed, 
then there is no change of air in the room 
and the cherished open fire goes out; or 
if there is no open fire and consequently 
no chimney then the room gets stuffy 
because the air becomes rarefied. 

We all know, of course, the cause of 
draughts, but the scientific answer is no 
good to your clients. I was in a shop the 
other day where I heard a man asking 
for draught-excluders: he was directed to 
the ‘ do-it-yourself’ department where I 
feel sure every conceivable device for pre- 
venting draughts was produced for his 
selection—perhaps even a modern version 
of the roly-poly, which we have probably 
all used in some form or other if we con- 
fess the truth. 

I remember being in a modern Ameri- 
can office, heated up to 80 deg., windows 
all tightly sealed, and the director in his 
palatial room even had his Venetian 
blinds down and the electric light on 
although it was daylight. When I asked 
him why, he said there was such a howl- 
ing gale from the windows. What do you 
do next? Architects designing glass 
houses, beware! 

Draughts, like the poor, we have 
always with us, and so it will be as long 
as the outside temperature is lower than 
the inside or a warm room is surrounded 


by cold rooms and passages. Whole- 
house heating seems to be the only 
answer, but we seldom resort to such 
methods in this country, and even in 
countries where they do, they are evi- 
dently not entirely free from draughts 
Or imaginary draughts. My best advice 
is to avoid sitting in one; this might cause 
lumbago, but then so might digging in 
the garden. It is all very difficult! 


VALUE FOR MONEY IN TOWN 
PLANNING 


Measurement of Costs and Benefits 


N a paper entitled ‘Value for Money 
in Town Planning,’ presented at a 
general meeting of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors held recently at 12 
Great George-street, SW1, Dr. N. LICHFIELD, 
MTPI, AMIMunE, stated that the key to 
securing value for money in the more com- 
plex planning issues lies in being able to 
measure costs and benefits, preferably to 
value them in money terms, ‘I do not need 
to stress to this audience the need for 
measurement and valuation techniques. That 
would indeed be carrying theodolites to Great 
George-street. But to any sceptic I would 
point out that we are learning to bring the 
most surprising things “within the measur- 
ing rod of money.” Chronic bronchitis cost 
£60m. in 1954-1955 in loss of working time; 
and atmospheric pollution £50m. in 1951- 
1952 is unnecessary property maintenance 
costs. In 1956 traffic congestion cost £170m. 
in loss of working time, while road accidents 
cost £110m. in loss of working time, damage 
to property and medical treatment. 

‘The list could be extended. It may be 
that we will yet delight in a Bill before 
Parliament on the lines of that before the 
United States Senate in 1957. This provided 
that in planning any new flood control or 
navigation or reclamation project, the 
recreational benefits of the reservoirs should 
be calculated as the product per annum of 
“the estimated average number of persons 
which may reasonably be expected on any 
day to enjoy the recreational benefits of the 
project area (2) 365, and (3) $1.” 

‘The surveyor already makes a consider- 
able contribution to the measurement of 
costs and benefits. Without his help in the 
measurement of land and buildings, their 
cost and values in diverse circumstances, and 
the cost of constructional works, we could 
not get far in any planning analysis. But 
could he not help further? Is it possible, 
for example, to find a statistical as opposed 
to theoretical relationship between the 
capital and rental value of agricultural land 
and its agricultural output, and so supple- 
ment in terms of land values the analyses 
of Dr. Wibberley and Mr. Ward? Can the 
recent work of the Cost Research Panel of 
the Institution, relating to the cost of build- 
ing dwellings at different heights and density, 
be extended to measure the variation 
with density of other development costs? 
Is it practicable to find methods of attaching 
money values to non-remunerative uses such 
as playing fields and parks; indeed, is it 
possible to find methods of valuing the 
recreational benefits from reservoirs? 

“I hope this challenge will be accepted. 
Surveyors of all people will want to make 
their maximum contribution to getting value 
for money in town planning.’ 
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EUROPEAN TIMBER MARKET 
Recession in 1958 
CCORDING to the latest issue of the 
quarterly ‘ Timber Bulletin for Europe, 
published jointly by the Secretariat of the 
United Nations Economic Commission for 
Europe and the Food and Agriculture Organ- 
isation, 1958 was not on the whole a favour- 
able one for the European timber market. 
The recession was pronounced but could not 
be compared with those experienced in 
earlier years, 

With purchasing slow, ample supplies on 
offer, and an eagerness to effect sales, impor- 
tant downward adjustments on_ prices 
occurred. It was some time, however, before 
price concessions stimulated buying, since in 
many cases importers held off in the expec- 
tation of further price falls. 

The pitprop market, after a long period 
of stability, became weaker, and export 
prices were reduced in some cases by as 
much as 15-20 per cent. With few excep- 
tions, the pitprop requirements of the import- 
ing countries fell as consumption declined. 
As a result, total import requirements for 
1958 were probably some 20 per cent less 
than was estimated a year ago. Even the 
market in pulpwood was weaker during 1958 
and there were considerable reductions in 
pulpwood prices. 

The Bulletin also states that European out- 
put of sawn softwood was slightly higher 
during the first three quarters of 1958 than 
in the corresponding period of 1957. The 
production of sawn hardwood was well main- 
tained. As regards other forest products, 
plywood showed a small increase, by com- 
parison with the corresponding period of 
1957. In the wood-pulp industry the rate of 
output slowed down in 1958, as production 
capacity in the principal exporting countries 
had risen faster than export demand. 

Lastly, the quarterly Timber Bulletin con- 
siders that in 1959 the development of the 
market will depend largely on the general 
trends in European economy. Certain fav- 
ourable signs are evident. In many Euro- 
pean countries measures have been taken to 
stimulate economic activity, though these 
may not have an immediate effect on indus- 
trial production and construction pro- 
grammes. Moreover, this year is likely to 
end with stocks in importing countries no 
longer excessive and definite signs of improv- 
ing timber consumption. The exceptional 
fall in prices in 1958 was detrimental to the 
interests of producers and importers alike; 
in 1959, with the prospect of increased 
demand, it can be expected that prices will 
be more stable.

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TECHNICAL EDUCATION AND 
PROFESSIONAL TRAINING 
A Paper at the Institution of Structural Engineers 


Mr. D. A. G. Reid, BSc{Eng), MIStructE, MICE, principal of the Brixton 
School of Building, presented a paper on the above subject at the Institution of 


Structural Engineers, 11 Upper Belgrave-street, SW1, recently. 


Extracts 


are reproduced below with the kind permission of ‘ The Structural Engineer’ 
who published it in their November issue. 


E have been very slow, in this coun- 

try, to adopt methods of training other 
than through the normal routine work of a 
junior assistant in a workshop or office. 
Although an employer was expected to 
accept certain teaching responsibilities in 
respect of apprentices and articled pupils, 
these junior employees learned the practices 
of the trade or profession by assisting older 
employees in their day-to-day work. During 
the last 150 years, it has become increasingly 
difficult to depend upon employers taking 
their teaching obligations seriously and being 
prepared to allow training considerations to 
interfere with production. 

Developments in the training of architects 
during the last 50 years have provided valu- 
able evidence of difficulties associated with 
a different approach to professional training. 
Even before 1914, many architects felt that 
only a small minority of practices provided 
suitable opportunities for the training of 
architects and that a more satisfactory 
arrangement would be for the pupil to spend 
the whole five-year training period in a 
school of architecture where, besides pursu- 
ing an organised course of study of the basic 
principles of architecture, he could gain 
experience of a range of work far wider in 
scope than any but the largest offices could 
offer. 


Success and Failure 


The satisfactory completion of a course 
(including the passing of appropriate exami- 
nations) in a school of architecture recog- 
nised by the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects was accepted as a qualification for 
admission to corporate membership of that 
body. In practice, over the last 30 years, 
the results of this system are an interesting 
mixture of success and failure. It has pro- 
duced a large number of lively and imagina- 
tive architects and as liberal an education as 
is to be found in any of our institutions. 

On the other hand, the divorce from prac- 
tice (even though many of the teachers were 
practising architects) robbed ambitious 
schemes of their reality and left the young 
architects in many ways ill-equipped to cope 
with the day-to-day work of professional 
practice. In 1951, the Royal Institute intro- 
duced a requirement of one year’s experience 
in an architect's office for all candidates for 
admission to corporate membership and, in 
1962, this is to be increased to two years. 

Some schools of architecture have experi- 
mented with ‘live’ projects in which pupils 
of the school have collaborated with prac- 
tising architects in the design and in the 
supervision of construction of buildings. A 
strong feeling has developed among archi- 
tects that more radical changes are neces- 
sary if a satisfactory training system is to be 
evolved. The problem is complicated by the 
separation of the Architectural profession 
from the industry responsible for the actual 


production of buildings, a separation which 
has contributed much to the shortcomings of 
both profession and industry. The building 
industry seems now to be in process of 
fashioning a professional training system of 
its own and to be using engineering industry 
practice as a model. Whatever the future of 
architectural training, its immediate past 
suggests that there are some things that can 
be done in educational institutions and 
some things that must be done in practice 
and that the essence of training lies not only 
in the excellence of the parts but also in 
their efficient combination, 

The importance of integrating college 
studies and industrial training was strongly 
emphasised by the National Council for 
Technological Awards in its Memorandum 
on the Recognition of Courses leading to the 
Diploma in Technology (1956). The condi- 
tions for the award of the Diploma require 
that the student shall spend at least one year 
in industry prior to receiving the award. 

In considering courses submitted by col- 
leges, the Council has paid very careful 
attention to those parts of the proposals 
relating to arrangements between college 
and industry for ensuring that proper use is 
made of the period spent in industry. In 
the first place, it is insisted that the same 
care must be given to the design of the 
industrial training programme as is given to 
the design of the course of study. Secondly, 
the college is expected to accept the respon- 
sibility of maintaining contact with the stu- 
dents during their periods in industry and of 
keeping a finger on the pulse of each 
student’s progress. The fruits of this policy 
have yet to be seen but its effect upon the 
relations between the colleges and industry 
have been wholly to the good of both and it 
is certain that the lessons of experience of 
these training developments wiil be quickly 
learned. 


Sandwich Courses 


In view of what has been said in the pre- 
vious paragraph in regard to integrating 
college study and industrial training, it is not 
surprising that many of the colleges sub- 
mitting Dip. Tech. schemes have adopted a 
sandwich course arrangement consisting of 
alternate periods of six months each in col- 
lege and in industry over a period of four 
years. This type of arrangement has been 
steadily gaining in popularity during recent 
years in spite of objections voiced from the 
educational and from the industrial or 
professional! sides. 

On the one hand it is suggested that the 
interruptions to study occasioned by the 
periods in industry must lower the academic 
level of the course besides aggravating the 
difficulties of providing satisfactory service 
conditions for teaching staff. On the other 
hand, industrialists and professional men 
complain of the disruption of their organi-

sations occasioned by trainees who are with 
them only for six months of the year, 

It is difficult, at present, to assess the true 
weight and validity of these objections 
Sandwich courses are enjoying an immense 
vogue which may be followed by something 
of a reaction but, in the long run, their 
future depends upon the success of those 
passing through them. It may be that a 
long period of continuous study elicits the 
best response from certain types of students, 
but it is doubtful if such types include the 
most valuable future technologists. 

From the staffing point of view, the 
arrangement has advantages which may well 
balance the disadvantages. On the practical! 
training side, there has been a good deal of 
objection expressed by civil engineers on 
account of the peripatetic nature of their 
work. This does, undoubtedly, add to the 
difficulties of organising training programmes 
though it is interesting to note that builders 
interested in training at this level are in- 
clined to favour sandwich courses because 
they can be phased to match seasonal fluc- 
tuations in building activities. 

It may be that much of the opposition 
expressed by civil engineers is due to the un- 
derstandable difficulties of consultants in 
organising practical training along lines 
adopted by large industrial organisations. 
Sandwich courses enable students to gain 
their first experience of industry considerably 
earlier than do full-time courses and this 
undoubtedly eases the transition from college 
to industry. This advantage alone justifies 
the large experiment with sandwich courses 
which is now taking place. 


The Future 


While it is possible to foresee the likely 
developments in engineering courses during 
the next ten years, the effects of the raising 
of standards during the last ten years have 
not yet been felt to any considerable ex 
tent. Not only have the ranges of subjects 
and contents of syllabuses been extended: 
the nature and scope of the questions set 
in examinations now call for a depth of 
study more appropriate to full-time than 
to part-time courses. 

The effect of this policy must be to widen 
the gap between the Higher National Certi- 
ficate and professional qualification. Until 
recently this gap has been narrow and 
comparatively few keen students have been 
unable to cross it but it seems probable that, 
in the near future, there will be a rapid in- 
crease in the number of holders of a Higher 
National Certificate or comparable qualifi- 
cation who are not able to proceed to full 
professional status. 

The existence of sub-professional groups 
of this type is not new; they are to be seen 
in other professional fields, but the circum- 
stances in engineering are likely to create 
special problems for the engineering Insti- 
tutions. As things are in this country, these 
men are likely to feel the need of organisa- 
tions to provide for their technical interests 
and the established engineering Institutions 
may have to decide whether or not to try 
and meet this need by the creation of new 
grades of membership. 

From the point of view of colleges pro- 
viding courses of study, the problem is not 
simply one of providing a course from which 
students drop out at different points. 
Students of differing abilities and poten- 
tialities (in terms of qualification) should be 
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grouped in different courses; this already 
obtains in the field of full-time courses 
where there are three or four different types 
of engineering course available. 

In the field of part-time courses, the 
organisation is less advanced although the 
range of ability of student is much wider. 
With the greatly increased numbers of 
students and the closer control made possible 
by day-release and by supervision by train- 
ing officers, the next few years should see 
the introduction of new types of course, 
less ambitious than the Higher National 
Certificate course but leading to a qualifi- 
cation more suitable than the Ordinary 
Nationa! Certificate as a final objective. The 
existence cf alternative courses of this type 
might help consicerably to reduce the 
wastage in National Certificate courses, 
particularly if industry and the profess.onal 
institutions were prepared to take as great 
an interest in the development as they have 
in that of National Certificate courses. 

Educational and professional institutions 
alike seem unwilling to experiment with the 
tundamentals of engineering courses though 
the nature of abilities required in engineering 
practice grows constantly more diverse. 
This is a problem which engineering institu- 
tions must study very carefully if they are to 
continue to attract to membership a large 
proportion of those occupying the most im 


portant positions in the engineering world. 

The urgent need to expand our national 
resources of technically trained men at all 
levels has been repeatedly emphasised during 
recent years. Targets have been set for 
rates of increase in the numbers of trainees 
at various levels and money is being made 
available for a corresponding increase in the 
facilities for technical study. The govern 
ing factor in this advance is the provision, 
by industry, of the necessary training places. 

Certain large organisations in the en- 
gineering industry have already made sub- 
stantial contributions and the record in this 
respect of the manufacturing side of the 
industry compares well with that of other 
industries. On the civil and structural en- 
gineering side, much remains to be achieved 
and the most critical question of the imme- 
diate future is as to whether training facilities 
will be increased on the necessary scale. 

The construction industry faces interna- 
tional competition on a greater scale than 
ever before; its performance, measured by 
the cost of building, under the protected 
conditions of this country is more than ever 
important to the national economy. 

The future of the industry and of its 
associated professions depends upon the 
training policies adopted now and it is vital 
that there should be a substantial increase in 
the resources devoted to: training.

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MODULAR CO-ORDINATION 


Lessons of its Applications to Multi-Storey Buildings 


WO lectures on ‘ Modular Co-ordination 
in Multi-storey Buildings at Kensal 
New Town’ were given at a meeting of the 
Modular Society on February 18 at the 
Building Centre, Store-street, W1, by Sir 
William Holford, FRIBA, P-PTPI, and Mr. 
Donald Fraser, chairman of the council of 
the Society. 

Mr. FRASER began by dealing with the 
‘Impact of Modular Co-ordination on the 
Building Industry.’ de said: The Modular 
Society has, over the past six years, done a 
great deal of research and investigation into 
the advantages of introducing a system of 
modular co-ordination into the industry. The 
general aim is to reduce costs. 

Last year manufacturers and certain mem- 
bers of the Society were responsible for the 
erection of a modular assembly on the 
Albert Embankment. This put many theories 
into practice and it also produced extremely 
valuable information, including some of the 
problems which are bound to arise when the 
principles are applied to full-scale building 
projects. 

Many other countries are working on 
similar lines under the auspices of the Euro- 
pean Productivity Agency and they are 
mainly interested in the application of a 
4 in. or 1 Decimetre Module to building. 

Modular co-ordination can play a very 
important part in producing higher build- 
ings at lower cost. The introduction of 
larger components made off site under fac- 
tory conditions will increase. During 
January the building industry paid off over 
40,000 men due to bad weather; think of 
the loss in production this must have meant! 
In making components off site it is extremely 
important that the accurate dimensioning of 
them be studied. Dimensioning can only be 
done after a very careful study has been 
made of the thickness of joints between one 
component and another. 

Probably the early benefits of modular 
co-ordination will accrue first to the manu- 
facturer. With no costly specials and a 
standardised production, he can make his 
components for stock knowing they will 
always fit if the building has been designed 
on a 4in. modular basis. As a concrete 
example of benefits accruing to a manufac- 
turer, take the concrete blocks to be used 
on the Kensal project; they are made of 
pulverised fuel ash, a waste product pro- 
duced in almost every coal-burning generat- 
ing plant of the Central Electricity Authority. 
It costs millions of pounds to dispose of 
and I am quite sure that it is an extremely 
valuable building material. 


No Cutting Required 


These blocks are fully modular. When 
laid using combinations of the three sizes 
in which they are made to form a wall, that 
wall can be any length and provided it is a 
multiple of 4 in., these blocks will always 
fit without any cutting or waste. 

This means that the manufacturer needs 
only three moulds, one 16 in. x 8 in. x 
8 in., one 12 in. x 8 in. x 8 in., and one 


8 in. x 8 in. x 8 in. The introduction of 
the three-quarter block 12 in. x 8 in. x 8 in, 
makes it quite unnecessary to make a 4 in. 
block. This also means that any of these 


blocks used either singly or in combinations 
of the three sizes will automatically provide 
modular window openings both vertically 
and horizontally. 

The sequence of building operations has 
changed very little over the years. From 
foundations to finishes, there is’ a funda- 
mental cycle to be observed. This cycle is 
governed by materials coming from different 
places and of different kinds. The buiider’s 
job is to make them fit together on the site. 

The main lesson learned on the modular 
assembly building was that, although care- 
ful study had been given to the sizing of 
components, it was extremely difficult to get 
them to fit as accurately as was required. 

We are too familiar with the normal con- 
ditions which seem to apply to all sites; 
mainly mud and water. In these difficult 
conditions setting out has to be done, and 
the first task will be to form a level founda- 
tion from which a grid or reference system 
can be applied. The application of a modular 
grid should simplify the foreman’s task; it 
will also help to reduce the errors which 
can accumulate in the use of tapes. 

We have not come to any firm decision 
about working from a grid at Kensal but, 
with a view to exploring the possibilities, 
some studies have been carried out. These 
studies have been carried out with Wall- 
frame construction in mind. In this type of 
construction, the walls are erected first and 
gaps are left in them in the positions where 
reinforced concrete columns are going to be 
poured. 

The method of application of this system 
on the site has been studied and, although it 
has not yet been applied in practice, it may 
be that something of this sort will be used. 
The ideal would be for drawings to be pre- 
pared on gridded paper by both engineers 
and architects, and this may come in time. 


The Kensal Project 


Sir WiLtiAM Ho.ForpD dealt with the 
second part of the subject which was * The 
Application of the Principles on the Kensal 
Site.” He said: In September, 1957, approval 
was given to negotiate a tender with The Unit 
Construction Company, Ltd., for the erec 
tion either of one or of two 14-storey blocks 
at Kensal. From this point the problem of 
modular co-ordination became a real one; 
because the Wallframe construction pro- 
posed by the company uses blocks which are 
fully modular in design, being 16 in. x 8 in. 
x 8 in. With the object of reducing building 
costs and increasing speed of construction 
the company had already developed a 
design and systems for reinforced concrete 
buildings based on two conclusions: (a) that 
the relatively high cost of shuttering is a 
significant factor in cost; and (b) that con- 
siderable economies could be effected if the 
design of the plumbing and heating could 
be integrated with the design of the super- 
structure, and not ‘fitted in’ afterwards. 

The advantages are a constant column size, 
with maximum repetition of the column 
shuttering; exact repetition also of floors, 
both in concrete sizes and reinforcement— 
with the possibility of prefabrication for this 
reinforcement; and finally, increased stiffness 
of the building. 
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The shuttering is greatly simplified, as a 
high proportion of the columns is formed 
by the infill walls which rise with the frame. 
Floors can be either prestressed and precast 
concrete units, or in situ hollow tile, or solid 
—according to the spans and loading 
required, The non-structural infill walls are 
of hollow blocks moulded in three modular 
sizes, as already explained by Mr. Fraser, 
and made from the waste product of power 
stations—pulverised fuel ash. 

When used, unfilled, the block has a fire 
rating of two hours (Grade C), and a high 
degree of sound resistance. (It conforms to 
BSS2028:1953 in respect of compressive 
strength, dry shrinkage and moisture move- 
ment. And as PFA has a low carbon con- 
tent plastering gives no trouble.) 

The system allows electric floor slab heat- 
ing or alternatively ‘Se-Duct’ gas heating 
by warm air. Also it can be used with a 
prefabricated system of modular plumbing— 
of which more will be said later. 

This, in brief, was the structural system 
we inherited with our negotiated contract. 
Modular influence, like influenza, may oper- 
ate slowly or by a sudden attack. In our case, 
I must confess, it operated quite gradually; 
and even now we have little past achieve- 
ment to go on, and are mainly looking 
ahead. 

The first architectural problem was the 
planning and dimensions of the flats; and 
here we had little difficulty in adapting the 
plans to the structural system adopted. Every 
architect appreciates the process, akin to 
solving a Torquemada crossword puzzle, by 
which tenants’ and landlords’ requirements, 
maximum and minimum sizes of rooms, 
London Building Act and fire regulations, the 
positioning of ducts and pipe runs, and the 
absolute demands of the structural frame, 
have all to be co-ordinated. 

On a tall block we wanted to avoid both 
high curtain walling and the shrinkage that 
might occur with a mechanically precise 
brick over a large area of cladding. The 
Wallframe construction gave us a ring beam 
with a boot lintol at each floor; and we 
decided to take full advantage of this by 
supporting the brick cladding as well as the 
floor-to-floor curtain walls at each floor 
level. 

Window openings and brick dimensions 
between them were generally 4 ft. wide, and 
with eight courses of normal facing bricks to 
2 ft. in height we could achieve modular 
dimensions in panels of 4 ft. x 2 ft. or 4 ft. 
sq., which would tie in with the UCon hol- 
low blocks. I decided to use Uxbridge flints 
in buff, off white and black; and I sketched 
out 16 different patterns in which the stan- 
dard 9 in. x 44 in. x 3 in. bricks could be 
patterned in panels 4 ft. sq. using only a 
limited number of special bricks or ‘ jokers,’ 
6 in. long. 

‘Jerry Building’ at Stevenage 

Stevenage New Town Urban Council have 

agreed to tighten up controls on private build- 
ing after being told by Councillor Alf. 
Luhman, their vice-chairman, that the town 
planning committee were seriously concerned 
at sub-standard work. ‘Our surveyor and 
building inspectors have found a large 
amount of jerry building and there have 
been some dangerous contraventions of by- 
laws, especially those concerning fire preven- 
tion,’ he said.

ROADS 

NEOPRENE MODIFIED ASPHALT: experiments 
have been carried out in the USA on the 
effect of adding 14 per cent ‘ Neoprene’ 
synthetic rubber to asphalt used for road 
surfacing. It is claimed that this combina- 
tion may cut road maintenance costs by half. 
Advantages given by the modification of the 
asphalt are extra tenacity, durability, elas- 
ticity, resistance to flow and shattering at 
low and high temperatures and greater 
stability generally. The asphalt is laid nor- 
mally and can be stored. Road surfaces last 
very much longer and show little of the nor- 
mal tendency of stones to bleed. Braking is 
also improved. A process has also been 


evolved for combing ‘Neoprene’ with 
asphalt emulsions and asphaltic cements.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—A £1,500,000 plant is to 
be built in the Melbourne suburb of Box 
Hill by the Bowater Paper Corporation of 
London and the Scott Paper Company of 
Chester, Pennsylvania....The first under- 
ground power station to begin generating 
electricity in the Snowy Mountains hydro- 
electric and irrigation scheme in south- 
easterr Australia will go into production 
next month. Located about two miles dowa- 
stream from the Tumut Pond Dam, the 
station will be at its full capacity of 320,000 
kW before next October, about eight months 
ahead of schedule. Other contracts for work 
costing £61m. may also be finished months 
ahead of schedule. When completed the 
Snowy project will have an output of 
3,000,000 kW and will cost more than £400m. 
The scheme involves building seven major 
dams, f'5 power stations, most of them deep 
underground and over 80 miles of tunnels. 


BRITISH WEST INDIES.—The Govern- 
ment have been engaged in protracted nego- 
tiations for the construction of an oil refinery 
in Jamaica. No announcement has been 
made about the progress of the negotiations 
but the proposed refinery would cost about 
£54m. It is understood that the Universal 
Oil Company of Chicago are interested in 
the venture which would be financed entirely 
by capital from the USA....As part of a 
campaign to satisfy Jamaica’s growing need 
for technicians, a Jamaican Institute of 
Technology is to be built. The first stage. 
which will consist of a Department of 
Engineering with workshops and laboratories 
and a Department of Pharmacy will cost 
about £250,000....The Jamaica Public Ser- 
vices Company is to install a fourth unit at 
Hunts Bay. This will be of 15,000 kW and 
it is due to come into commission in 1961. 
The company has prepared an expansion 
programme to cover the five years to 1963, 
and it is understood that this involves an 
expenditure of £7m....‘A National Plan 
for Jamaica 1957-67,’ just published by the 
Jamaican Government, sets out long-term 
investment proposals. The plan as a whole 
envisages the expenditure of nearly £80m. 
over 10 years with the possibility of a further 
£15m. if funds are available. Tenders have 
been invited from contractors for the initial 
work in the development of an area of 
about 20 square miles in the Negril area, 
comprising a 7-mile stretch of sandy coast 
on the western end of the Island. The initial 
work, which is estimated to cost about £1m., 
will involve river control and drainage, the 
provision of water supply and the construc- 
tion of 10 miles of beach roadway and 4 
miles of access roadway... . Preliminary 
plans have been announced for the com- 
mercial development of Knutsford Park, 
which is an 80-acre site in the middle of the 
Kingston residential area....A representa- 
tive of Sheraton Hotels has stated that an 
agreement has been reached with the Govern- 
ment for the construction of a £1m. hotel. 
. . . Work is to begin soon on extensions to 
the factory at the Frome Estate of the West 
Indies Sugar Company Ltd., which will cost 
nearly £lm. These extensions are expected 
to be completed in time for the 1960 crop. 
There are also plans to extend and modernise 


the factory at the Long Pond Estate.... 
Negotiations are continuing between Kings- 
ton Wharves Ltd., and the Government for 
the development of Kingston Harbour. Con- 
sideration is being given to a proposal for 
the construction of a deep-water pier at Mon- 
tego Bay.... Work on the terminal build- 
ings of the Palisadoes Airport which serves 
Kingston is scheduled to start this year. This 
part of the project will cost about £500,000 
and should be completed in 1960. The con- 
struction and equipment of a new runway 
suitable for the largest types of aircraft 
should be completed early next year. The 
whole project will cost about £2.7m.... Cable 
and Wireless (West Indies) Ltd. has acquired 
a large site in the Cumberland Pen area 
which it proposes to develop as a radio 
transmitting station for overseas telecommu- 
nications in place of the Stony Hil! station. 
... A Government sponsored Jamaica Broad- 
casting Corporation has been sei up to 
operate a semi-commercial radio service in 
addition to the present commercial service. 
Studios for the new broadcasting service are 
to be built and additional transmitters 
installed.

HUNGARY.—Plans are being drawn up 
in Hungary for a 15-year house building 
programme to start in 1961 which will 
double the present rate of building. The 
plan aims at a million flats. 

JORDAN.—A new company, the Jordan 
Confectionery and Chocolate Company, 
which was established earlier in the year, has 
called for offers from foreign consulting 
engineers to advise on the construction of a 
factory....A contract for the construction 
of an oil refinery near Amman was awarded 
to the Italian firm of Snam Progetti of 
Milan. ... Work continued on the first stage 
of the East Ghor Canal in the Jordan Valley. 
Specifications for all the work required were 
completed by the end of last year and tenders 
will be called for shortly. The project is 
being financed by Point IV.... Plans are in 
hand by Jordan Hotels Company for new 
hotels at Amman and Aqaba. 

MALAYA.—The Singapore Government 
is to build a large number of low-cost houses 
at Kampong Tiong Bahru. This was stated 
recently by the Chief Minister, Tun Lim 
Yew Hock....A £70,000 low-cost housing 
project is being developed at Bukit Timah- 
road, Singapore, by Air View Park, Ltd., a 
newly formed building development com- 
pany in the colony. The project consists of 
34 bungalows. Mr. Wong Sik Choong, 
manager of the company, said the houses 
would be ready for occupation by August. 
If this undertaking proved successful, the 
firm would build more of this type of dwell- 
ing in the area. The architect is Mr. Ang 
Kheng Leng, ARIBA, of Singapore.... 
A new nine-storey government building cost- 
ing £380,000 in Downing-street, Penang, will 
be ready for occupation in January, 1961, 
said the island’s Chief Minister, Dato Wong 
Pow Nee.

GLASS BENDERS FOR OVER A CENTURY 
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The general contractor for this project was 
Loke Hong Kee Construction Company, of 
Singapore, General contractor for the work- 
shop block was Nanyang Structural Co., Ltd., 
of Singapore. Phase two of the project has 
still to be completed. This will consist of an 
assembly hall, canteens, common rooms, a 
students’ union and a gymnasium. Ee 
Gammon (Malaya) Ltd. has been awarded 
an Air Ministry contract to construct a 
7,000-ft. runway at Khormakfar airfield, 
Aden. . . . The British Government has agreed 
to give £1m. to Malaya to finance the build- 
ing programme of the latter’s armed forces. 
Announcing this, the Malayan Minister for 
Defence, Dato Abdul Razak bin Hussain. 
said that the first major project to be 
completed would be the Federation Military 
CoHege. This will be followed by an infantry 
battalion barracks, a brigade headquarters 
and other ancillary units. At Port Dickson, 
in addition to the present Malay Regiment 
depot, it is proposed to build a depot for the 
initial training of recruits. . . . Executives 
of Eastern Mining and Metals Co., Ltd., 
Malaya’s biggest iron mining concern, have 
arranged for iron and steel industry leaders 
in Japan to buy the ore from a (Malayan) 
$50m. iron mine to be set up in Pahang. 
Fifty miles of railway will be constructed to 
carry the ore to the coast for shipment. It 
is hoped to get a loan of about US$10m. 
which the Development Loan Fund recently 
granted to Malaya to assist road and bridge 
building programmes. 


MEXICO.—The Federal Electricity Com- 
mission has announced plans for four specific 
projects (a) a 154 megawatt hydro-electric 
plant at Temaxcal, south-east of Veracruz, 
using an irrigation dam already built; (b) a 
156 megawatt hydro-electric plant at Meza- 
tepec in Puebla; (c) a 73.6 megawatt hydro- 
electric plant at Cupatitzio in Michoacan 
and (d) extension of the thermo-electric plant 
at Guaymas by the addition of generators to 
supply 30 megawatts, bringing the total to 
55 megawatts. It has also announced that 
the following projects will be completed this 
year—the Chilpa station with 8 megawatts. 
the El Puente (60 megawatts), the Sanalona 
(7 megawatts), the Merida (6.25 megawatts) 
and the Fresnillo and Juchitan (both 5 mega- 
watts). ... The Department of Public Works 
has announced that in 1959 an intensified 
road building programme is to be launched. 
Amongst the projects are a super-highway 
between Mexico City and Puebla, which will 
be 130 kilometres long and cost about £6m., 
and completion of the short route from the 
capital to Toluca. One of the most ambi- 
tious of the country’s many development 
schemes is the erection of a steel mill at the 
mouth of the river Balsas. This is to be 
linked with a hydro-electric plant at a bend 
in the river Balsas which will have an 
installed capacity of 360 megawatts and will 
not only provide power for the steel mill. 
but will also supply the (at present undeve- 
loped) coastal area, and even Mexico City 
and the towns of Central Mexico, linking up 
with existing systems for this purpose. There 
will also be a cement factory in the area, a 
factory for the manufacture of tractors and 
a port at Los Pichis. According to Arturo 
Sandoval Larranaga, Secretary of the Plan- 
ing Commission, the master plan for the 
project has been prepared by Krupp of 
Essen. The project is to be put out to tender 
to foreign firms who would be expected to 


provide the initial finance in return for shares 
in the profits, It is by no means certain that 
the contract will go to the Krupp group. The 
British Commercial Counsellor, who recently 
toured the country, states in a report that 
these plans would cost at least £60m. He 
states further that the size of the project 
alone suggests that it would be wise for any 
British group likely to be interested to 
instruct their agents in Mexico to get full 
details. Any doubts that there may be about 
the soundness of the scheme will have been 
checked by Krupp, who have had ample 
time for this and are not likely to tender 
themselves if doubts remain. Krupp will, of 
course, start with a big advantage having pre- 
pared the plans, but even if they must get 
the contract for the steel mill there are a 
number of connected schemes for which 
British firms should be able to tender. 

RHODESIA.—Since 1945 in Southern 
Rhodesia some 25,000 permanent and semi- 
permanent houses have been built for Euro- 
peans and some 60,000 for Africans, states 
Barclays Bank DCO. Housing development 
still continues at a high rate. In Que Que 
the contract for a £500,000 housing scheme 
was recently awarded to Roberts Construc- 
tion Co. (SR), Ltd. A £400,000 contract for 
extensions to an hotel in Salisbury was won 
by John Laing and Son (Rhodesia), Ltd... . 
The value of building plans approved in 
Salisbury during November was £577,952, 
not including plans valued at some £450,000 
passed in Salisbury’s peri-urban plans... . 
The City of Bulawayo’s new airport, costing 
£960,000, has come into operation and 
replaces Kumalo Airport, which has been 
in use for 38 years....In Northern Rho- 
desia the value of building plans passed 
during November in Mufulira totalled 
£225,755; in Ndola £94,035; and in Lusaka 
£79,575. 

SOUTH AFRICA.—In the first 11 months 
of last year building plans to the value of 
£59,726,000 were passed in the 18 principal

urban areas of the Union, compared with 
£56,042,000 in the corresponding period of 
1957, according to figures issued by the 
Bureau of Census and Statistics in Pretoria 
Of the £59,726,000-worth of plans passed 
£31,069,000 was for residential buildings 
(£16,020,000 for dwelling houses and 
£15,049,000 for flats and other dwellings), 
£18,689,000 for non-residential buildings 
(£4,143,000 for manufacturing and mining 
buildings, £12,283,000 for other private build- 
ings and £2,263,000 for buildings for local 
authorities), and £9,968,000 for additions 
and alterations. .. . Bloemfontein is to have a 
£4,750,000 face-lift this year. This will prob 
ably be the biggest renovation, replacement 
and construction programme of departmen- 
tal and public buildings the city has ever 
had in one year. The new £345,000 Govern 
ment buildings will be started during the 
year. Another project will be the building of 
the railway bureau or administrative block 
which will be completed in 1960. This pro- 
ject will cost in the region of £745,000, On a 
similarly large scale is the new railway native 
compounds, to cost an _ estimated 
£753,000. 

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA.—It is 
reported by Barclays Bank DCO that con- 
ditions in the building industry generally 
have returned to normal after the annual 
recess, but that there is little evidence of any 
overall improvement in activity. Building 
plans passed in the nine principal urban 
areas of the Union during January amounted 
to almost £4 m., compared with £5.2 m 
during the opening month of last year. This 
drop was largely accounted for by a decrease 
of over £900,000 in the value of residentia! 
buildings—mainly flats—and by a drop of 
£259,000 in the value of additions and altera- 
tions to existing buildings. 

HOUSING IN SWEDEN 
Record Production in 1957 
Ae to a survey by the Swedish 

Building Trades Research Department 
housing production in Sweden in 1957 broke 
all previous records with 65,000 new apart 
ments, or 8,000 more than the average of 
the three preceding years. The 1957 output 
was 6,000 units larger than that of the pre 
vious peak year, 1939. 

Not only was the number of apartments 
larger but also the size of the flats was 
bigger than before, the research department 
says, 

Even in relation to the building produc 
tion in other countries, the output in Sweden 
ranks rather high. According to the Council 
of Europe’s auarterly bulletin on housing in 
various countries in Europe, only Western 
Germany built more apartments per head 
of the population than Sweden in 1957. 

The demand for housing will, however. 
increase heavily in the 1960s, the depart- 
ment goes on to say, when the extraordin- 
arily large number of children born in the 
1940s have reached the age of setting up a 
home. The long-term plan of 1955, based on 
the Swedish Housing Board’s estimates, fore- 
sees the building of at least 65,000 dwellings 
per annum until 1965. As the average pro- 
duction for the first half of the period is 
not expected to reach this figure, staying at 
about 62,000 dwellings per year, the deficit 
will have to be compensated for during the 
second half of the period by an output of 
about 70,000 dwellings per annum.
